FIRST SESSION. 

The twelfth annual meeting was held in Memorial Hall, Toledo. 

President L. W. Sherwood, of Columbus, called the meeting to 
order, saying: 

Gentlemen: — This meeting will come to order. I have both the 
pleasure and honor of introducing to you Mayor Hamilton of the 
city of Toledo. (Applause.) 

Mayor Hamilton here came forward and addressed the meeting as 
follows: 

ADDREfIS OP WUM^COTOLB. 

Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen: — Although my Toledo friends may be 
somewhat astonished, I feel compelled to admit to you to-day, gentlemen, 
that I suffer under decided embarrassment. The reason is that when I 
accepted your kind suggestion to address you at the opening of this associa- 
tion I had no thought of seeing before me such fine looking men. ' 

Our Toledo gentlemen are honest and honorable, good druggists and phar- 
maceutists in their way but their good qualities fade away into nothingness 
when compared with the dazzling array of beauty we have before us to-day. 

Notwithstanding the fact that I am always and under all circumstances 
much overcome by the qualities to which I have alluded, permit me to recover 
myself from my temporary embarrassment and to extend to you a kindly wel- 
come to our beautiful city and to assure you that I hope for you a good time. 

I am not uninformed of the fact that our various state associations of drug- 
gists and pharmaceutists have been for a long time past and are now engaged 
in very estimable work. I happen to know, gentlemen, that it is to your 
efforts more than to those of any other men that we are indebted for the excel- 
lent laws we have controlling the practice of pharmacy in Ohio. In my 
opinion this is one of the wisest laws on our statute books because it gives to 
the people the assurance that drugs and medicines are going to be dealt out 
and handled in all cases by competent men. 
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The business of the druggist or pharmaceutist requires studied preparation, 
experience, learning, care and judgment. Of course it requires industry, 
sobriety, frugality and temperance and all the moral qualifications in addition. 
And inasmuch as all these virtues and qualities are supposed to be blended 
and united in each individual composing the aggregate of this meeting. I there- 
fore see before me a combination and aggregation of excellence which is 
rarely equaled. 

In your presence, gentlemen, I feel my deficiency and would prove the 
merest tyro were I to attempt to discuss any of the questions that will properly 
come before you. I might talk to you in a fairly intelligent way of law and 
municipal matters but the science and practice of pharmacy is far removed 
from my accustomed line of thought. I could, however, were I so inclined, 
talk to you for a long time and with great pleasure about our thriving and 
growing cit}', yet I will spare you this infliction as I do not care to trespass too 
much on your time. I cannot resist the temptation, however, gentlemen, of 
saying to you that in honoring this city by your presence you have come to a 
goodly town. I am glad that you have chosen for the time of your meeting 
this beautiful month of roses. A time when the air is so pure and nature 
seems to put on her most beautiful appearance for the pleasure of all man- 
kind. I hope you will find your stay here pleasant in every respect and I 
know that whatever our people can do for you will be done, for your enter- 
tainment will be in the hands and under the direction of the druggists of 
Toledo, than whom we have among us no more intelligent and no better citi- 
zens. (Applause.) I can only say to you in behalf of them and our whole 
people that we welcome you heartily and hope you will have a good time in 
every respect. 

Of course, as mayor of the city, it is needless to say, as I have occasion to 
say to others, that the freedom of the city is extended to you all and the police 
have all the necessary orders so you can let yourselves loose. (This last state- 
ment was greeted with great and prolonged applause.) 

I bid you a very cordial and hearty welcome to Toledo, and if you should 
ever conclude to come here again and repeat your visit we will always be very 
glad to welcome you.

On motion, the reading of the minutes of the previous meeting was 
dispensed with.

The chairman here announced that the next thing in order was the 
report of officers. 

Mr. F. M. Heath, Toledo, 2d vice president, was here called to 
the chair, and the president, L. W. Sherwood, read the following 
address : 

PRC:8IDHMT'8 ADDRESS. 

Fellow members of the Ohio State Pharmaceutical Association : 

We meet again to form new acquaintances, to renew old ones, and generally 
to deliberate upon matters of interest pertaining to our chosen calling. 

The practice or rule of this association requiring the president to " present 
at each annual meeting a report of the operations of the association," is one 
the propriety of which I question, for the reason that standing committees are 
appointed at each annual session, and, when necessity demands, special com- 
mittees besides, who have in charge the several matters of interest to the asso- 
ciation. Each committee makes a reporf, and such recommendations as are 
thought necessary and proper. The special committee on insurance will make 
a report and the subject being one of vital importance to every member I trust 
it will receive careful consideration. 

The committee on pharmacy laws will doubtless make a report of much 
interest, owing to the fact that the general assembly at the last session enacted 
several laws affecting the members of this association, and several bills were 
introduced which, had they been enacted into laws, would, in my opinion, 
have seriously crippled if not virtually destroyed the existing pharmacy law. 
In relation to this subject we may be pardoned in making a few general 
remarks. 

The present pharmacy law was in some sense a compromise measure, for at 
the time of its enactment, in 1884, the^e was a wide diversity of opinion as to 
what extent or how rigid should be the restrictions which such a law should 
impose. Perhaps but few of those who took any interest at all at that time in the 
discussion of the measure were exactly suited with it as it finally appeared in 
the form of a statute. But it was thought by those most .concerned in securing 
such a law, this will answer as a starting point, and it can be improved in the 
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future, when the necessity for such a law becomes so apparent to all thoughtful 
persons, that its friends will be many and its enemies few. The benefits of a 
law, even with the imperfections in ihfe one we now have, have been so 
apparent to all those who ^re at all competent to judge that no argument is 
needed on that point. 

Briefly, let us notice some of the phases of opposition to the present phar- 
mac)' law which have arisen during the six years of its history. 

1st. A class of druggists in the state, at the time it was proposed to enact 
such a law, were strongly in its favor, because they had the idea that it would 
tend to restrict the number of persons engaging in the business, and thereby 
prove a great boon to the ones already in. This class expected to reap 
substantial benefit from the reduction in competition, and consequently an 
improvement in profits, which have been at all times narrow enough This 
class of persons it is safe to say have been disappointed, for while the records 
of the board of pharmacy show a possible decrease in the number of registered 
persons in the state of about seven hundred in six years, it is very doubtful if 
this decrease is apparent in the number of drug stores. It is highly probable 
that stores have increased in full proportion to the increase of population, 
but clerks are less plentiful than they were in 1884, and stores are managed 
with less help than formerly because assistants are less numerous and com- 
mand higher salaries, so that proprietors that wanted a pharmacy law solely to 
improve their business are by no means as enthusiastic upon the subject as 
they were in the beginning. 

2d. The board of pharmacy has examined during the past six years about 
two thousand five hundred persons, and have rejected, perhaps, one thousand 
five hundred of these as not having the necessary qualifications. The almost 
unanimous opinion of these persons is that they have not been fairly treated ; 
that their failure was due to the impracticable examinations of the board, or 
to some imaginary prejudice which most rejected applicants fancy some mem- 
ber of the board has against them. It is evident, therefore, that a large 
majority of those who have failed in their examinations, as well as their 
friends, are not warm supporters of the law. 

8d. The principle that all persons who seek to become pharmacists should 
be placed upon the same basis by passing an examination before a board 
composed of persons who are presumed to be competent judges of qualifica- 
tions, is without question a correct one, for it recognizes no difference between 
the graduate of the schools and his less favored brother; but the application 
of this principle has been a source of a good deal of irritation. When an 
alumnus of a school of pharmacy fails to pass an examination before the state 
board, the shock is really so severe to h\,s sensibilities that he does not readily 
recover from its effects, and in some cases the schools, naturally somewhat 
jealous of their own reputation, as well as having some interest in their patrons, 
have criticised wisely or unwisely, at all events with a good deal of harshness, 
the policy of a board of examiners that will rule out their graduates. Another 
phase of this problem deserving of consideration is the difference in ideas as 
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to what should be required of a man to pass a satisfactory examination. In 
the cities a pharmacist will engage a clerk bringing a certificate from the 
Ohio board of pharmacy, registered by examination, and unless he has had 
some previous experience in a city store, his services to his employer will not 
possibly be satisfactorj', hence we hear from some of the city pharmacists the 
statement that the examinations of the Ohio board of pharmacy do not amount 
to much. On the other hand, the country druggi.sts say that the examinations 
of the state board are so rigid that few persons who have not had the advan- 
tages of city training in pharmacy, or the privilege of attending a school of 
pharmacy, can hope to pass the examination of the board. 

The cities cry, give us more rigid examinations ; and the*country cries, your 
examinations are too difficult : and the demands of both are based on practical 
experience in the different fields. While the people living outside are entitled 
to the same safeguards as those within the cities, there is no doubt that the stores 
as they now are in this state in towns of less than ten thousand inhabitants, as 
a rule, have comparatively little use for skilled pharmacists. In many of the 
towns, even of five thousand to eight thousand population, there is but little 
prescribing done by physicians, and the drug business is largely mercantile 
and not professional. How can a young man serving a period of even five 
years in the average of such stores — performing the duties that devolve upon 
him every day selling the wallpaper and the paints and the books and patent 
medicines, become skilled in pharmacy enough to pass such an examination 
as would show him to be competent to enter a prescription store in a large 
city. What time is left from his labor in the store is not given to the reading 
or study of works on pharmacy, unless he is a natural student or possessed of 
more than the usual amount of determination or ambition, while the range for 
practical observation or experience is too small to be of much benefit. 

4th. The advance in salaries demanded by drug clerks has chilled the 
enthusiasm of many proprietors who once were staunch supporters of the law. 
The business of retailing drugs is not a profitable one compared with the 
amount of responsibility involved and the tax upon one's time. It is not 
possible in most cases for proprietors to pay large salaries, and the reports 
from different sections would seem to indicate that salaries of registered 
pharmacists have been increased from twenty-five to fifty per cent, within the 
last three or four years. 

5th. The enforcemem of the present law has also created dissatisfaction in 
some sections. Be it said for the benefit of the class of growlers whose mis- 
sion on earth seems to be to find fault, that probably no general law is more 
respected and observed in this state than the pharmacy law, and frequently it 
has received the hardest treatment at the hands of its friends so far as observ- 
ing its provisions are concerned. 

How many of you, my brethren, violate sections 4407 and 4412 in regard to the 
exposure of your certificates in your place of business ? With few exceptions, 
the chief feature of the law requiring every store to be under the supervision 
of a registered pharmacist is observed, but if it were undertaken to enforce

the law rigidly in all its requirements, and particularly in the country, where 
country physicians are in the habit of selling from their offices drugs, etc., in 
/Violation of the law the opposition from this class would be much greater 
than it is now. A certain amount of policy has to be observed in regard to 
the stringent enforcement of this law, since in some quarters the opposition to 
it has been so great. 

6th. The recent action of the general assembly in attempting to amend the 
law so as to register all physicians and persons having been in a drug store 
for five years without examination, and the passage by the house of representa- 
tives of a bill to that effect by a large majority, gives considerable uneasiness. 
If the judgment Si the members of this association is that some modifications 
of the existing law should be made, it is the duty of this organization to pre- 
pare them, and not leave a matter of such importance to the ignorance and 
prejudice of persons unfamiliar with the whole subject. If in your opinion 
the law should remain as it is, then all controversies and differences should be 
set aside and a determined effort made to save it. Upon the action of this 
session of the Ohio State Pharmaceutical Association depends the future of 
legislation on pharmacy in this'state. It is not a question of what each indi- 
vidual wants, but of the best that can be secured, considering all the circum- 
stances in the case. I would suggest that very early in the session a strong 
committee should be selected to bring the whole subject of pharmacy legisla- 
tion before this meeting in the form of a report. 

And now, fellow members, before surrendering the gavel to my successor, 
I desire to thank each and all of the officers and members for the uniform 
courtesy and kindness extended to me, as well as for the distinguished honor 
of selecting me one year ago to preside over your deliberations. I hope the 
session may be harmonious, pleasant and profitable, and that my successor in 
office may receive the same kind treatment at your hands which I have so 
much appreciated and enjoyed. 

Gentlemen, again I thank you. 

The chairman. Gentlemen, you have heard the address. What 
shall be done with it ? 

On motion of Mr. Weyer, of Cincinnati, the address was referred 
to a committee of three. The chair appointed Messrs. John Weyer, 
Cincinnati; I. N. Reed, Toledo; F. T. Bower, Toledo. 

The report of the executive committee was here called for. 

Mr. Philip Acker, of Cleveland, here read the report of the execu- 
tive committee, which was as follows : 
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RHPORX OP KXHCUXIVH CO]II]IIIirr££. 

To the Officers and Membeis of the Ohio State Pharmaceutical Association: 

Gentlemen: — Your executive committee beg leave to submit to you the 
following as a report of their work done during the past year : 

We audited and approved various bills presented to us. 

Acting on the suggestion of our secretary, we had printed one thousand let- 
ter heads and envelopes and distributed them to the officers of our association, 
and to the chairmen of the standing committees, to use in performing their 
duties for the association. 

We also ordered one thousand circulars, which are to be used by the execu- 
tive committee each year to obtain reports from the county correspondents, on 
death of members. These circulars contain nine questions, and by their use 
the work of the executive committee, as also that of the county correspondents, 
is greatly facilitated. We used some eighty of the circulars and will turn the 
balance over to the next executive committee as property of the association. 
In response to these circulars sent out by us, we received notice of the death 
of six members, as follows : 
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MELANCTHON D. FULTON, Bucyrus, O 

Melancthon D. Fulton died at his residence, on North Walnut street, on 
Friday afternoon, December 27th, at four o'clock, aged forty-two 
years, lacking one day. The funeral took place at his late resi- 
dence, on Monday afternoon, December 30th, at three o'clock. 
Though this sad event has been anticipated for some time by all 
who understood the circumstances, yet it came with a suddenness 
which was startling, not only to the immediate relatives but to the 
whole community. His disease, beginning perhaps ten years ago 
with rheumatic inflammation, developed many complications, the 
most serious of which were obstruction and insufficiency of the 
action of the mitral valves of the heart, the symptoms of which began 
to manifest themselves about six months ago, and soon became the 
predominating features ot the case. During the past week he had 
suffered other complications, and for several days his life seemed 
to hang in the balance, but on Friday morning the condition seemed 
more hopeful, and the chances for a partial recovery were regarded 
as very promising. In the afternoon he was taken with a nausea 
and while attempting to vomit fell back upon his pillow and died 
in an instant. The deceased was the second child and the only son 
of Dr. and Mrs. C. Fulton, and was born in Bucyrus, December 
28, 1847, and has been a resident of this place all his life. He had 
a good common school education, and had taken a course at the 
Haysville Academy, and being employed from his youth in his 
father's drug store, had a thorough acquaintance with that business. 
He gave his special attention to the preparation and distribution of 
a valuable cough elixir and a few other simple remedies which 
have become very popular over a wide territory. In 1870 he was 
admitted as a partner in the business and has since been its chief 
manager. He was active in promoting the organization of the State 
Pharmaceutical Association, and in 1887 was elected its president, 
in which office he served with eminent ability and to the satisfac- 
tion of all. He was interested in the Franz & Pope Knitting Ma- 
chine Company, and has for a number of years been the secretary 
of the company. On June 2, 1871, he was married to Miss Addie 
Keplinger, who now survives him. They had no children, but had 
• tenderly brought up a nephew, Warren Keplinger, now a young 
man, who regarded the deceased with all the affection due a parent. 
In social life Mr. Fulton was one of the most genial and affable of 
men, and hence there is. a general feeling of bereavement at his 
death, as all feel that they have lost a personal friend. To the 
aged parents, the sister and the stricken wife the sympathy and 
condolence of the whole community is extended without measure. 
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A. A. Adams, Waverly, died July 5, 1889. He became a member in 
1882.

JOHN MEYER, Lima, O. 

John Meyer was born in Corgemont, Canton Berne, Switzerland, in 
1828, and came to America in 1848. Died June 1st. 1890. The 
family located in Adams county, Indiana. He married Elizabeth 
Sauer in 1855 and in 1858 went to Bluffton, Ohio, and engaged in 
business. In 1861 he and Jacob Moser opened a drug business 
and conducted it for eight years. They then removed to Lima and 
engaged in the same business until 1874, when Mr. Moser retired 
and Mr. Meyer continued the business alone. He became a mem- 
.ber of this association in 1884. 



M. V. B. FiNFROCK, Mansfield. Died June 7, 1890. He be^me a 
member in 1882. 
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As Mr. A. A. Adams, deceased, was county correspondent for Pike county, 
we would suggest the appointment of a successor to his office by the president. 

In consideration of the fact that Mr. M. D. Fulton, deceased, was an 
ex-president of our association, and as he was instrumental in the organization 
of our association, and always a hard worker for its welfare, we would recom- 
mend that this association authorize our secretary to have the picture of our 
deceased brother appear on the fly-leaf of the next report of our proceedings. 
The executive committee have ascertained that the cost of a block for a photo 
engraving will be nine dollars, which expense would be gladly borne by a 
number of personal friends, if the association approved of it. 

It affords us great pleasure to be able to report the defeat of the proposed 
amendment to the pharmacy law, thanks to our committee on pharmacy laws 
and members of our association. 

As several attacks have been made during the past year on our pharmacy 
law, we would urge a discussion of this matter, and a free expression of 
opinions from the members regarding the law as it stands. 

The increase of membership at last meeting was seventeen; we can guaran- 
tee a larger number of new members at this session. 

Finally, we beg to record our appreciation of the hearty assistance and 
co-operation we have received from the officers of the association, and will 
remember with pleasure only our biief service as your executive committee.

While the committee is pleased to announce that four papers have been 
received, we are constrained to note the great disparity existing in the numer- 
ical relations between the queries, membership and acceptors, as well as the 
paucity of replies to circulars and letters. From such considerations and 
comparisons with the results of former years, it is evident, for reasons which 
the committee have been unable to discover, that the interest in scientific phar- 
macy and practical investigations are waning. The attention of the association 
is therefore respectfully directed to this unhealthy condition, with the hope 
that the necessary remedies will be quickly revealed and promptly sC^plied.

Mr. S. E. Allen, of Akron. I move that the report be accepted and 
these gentlemen declared elected. 

Mr. John Weyer, of Cincinnati. Last year I introduced a resolu- 
tion that chap. V, art. 3, of the by-laws, be so amended as to read: 
** The president shall, upon the report of such committee, call for 
additional nominations, in order that the association may have the 
privilege or permission to make changes, if the selection of the com- 
mittee has not been satisfactory." This by-law has not been changed 
yet; but the jcommittee to whom it was referred will, as soon as we 
have time to get together, bring in its report in proper form for 
adoption. I think this association should have an opportunity, as 
contemplated in this suggested change of the by-laws, to make addi- 
tional nominations, if it so desire. I move you that the nominations 
be laid over until after the consideration of the report of the com- 
mittee on amendment to the by-laws. 

Mr.' Allen. With the consent of my second, I will withdraw my 
motion. 

Mr. A. W. Bain, of Cincinnati. I would like to ask if the report 
of this committee is going to be final, and if, when they present a 
report, we can nominate other candidates ? 

Mr. Weyer. If the by-law is adopted before these nominations are 
confirmed, I suppose the meeting could act under that by-law. 
Mr. Bain. That hasn't been adopted, then? 

Mr. Weyer. That hasn't been adopted. That is the object in lay- 
ing it over until after the committee has time to report. There are 
two members of that committee present, Mr. Allen and myself. If 
Mr. Allen will come with me we will prepare our report immediately. 
Mr. Bain. If this is only a temporary withdrawal I will consent 
to it. 

The motion was withdrawn. 

Mr. G. L. Hechler, Cleveland. I wish to inquire what becomes of 
the report of the nominating committee. 

The president. It has been received, but no action taken. 
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Mr. Hechler. I would make a motion to receive the report and lay 
it over until our next session. 

Dr. Greve. I don't see that we gain anything. If that by-law is 
adopted it will be the rule of the next meeting. So far as the pres- 
ent election is concerned, it is not in force, and we might as well pro- 
ceed in the old way and elect a president. 

The chair held that the point was well taken. 

Mr. Allen. I will make the motion again, that the report of the 
committee be accepted and that the secretary be instructed to cast the 
ballot of the association for their election. 

Mr. Bain. I will second the motion. 

Mr. Hechler. I certainly hope that the motion will not prevail. 
In the first place, I don't believe in railroading things through. I 
believe it will be only courtesy to the members who are not present 
now to lay this report over until the next session of this association, 
and then vote on the nominations. I don't think this is the right 
way. I don't find any fault with the nominations, but it looks to me 
that the ceremony of electing your ofllicers is gotten through with so 
easy that there is no responsibility to it. Although the committee 
has done its work carefully, yet I think the members ought to con- 
sider this matter of electing oflUcers for the ensuing year as a thing of 
a great deal of interest. I see no harm in laying it over. So far as 
awaiting the action of the committee on by-laws, it don't make any 
difference. I think if any member now wants to move to substitute 
another name for any of those suggested by the committee, he can do 
so. I don't think we need any committee action. 

Dr. Greve. If any members are not here at this session it is their 
own fault. We are here in regular session. If anybody else wants 
to make any other nominations it seems to me he can now do it. It 
wouldn't take the members very long to make up their minds as to 
how they will vote. 

Mr. Hechler. I haven't any nominations. 

Mr. F. M. Heath, White House. After an existence of quite a 
number of years, and after having followed a certain routine during 
its natural existence up until to-day, then for this association to make 
a strenuous effort to have this matter -changed, places me in relation 
to it, being suggested as a candidate in that report, in rather a pecu- 
liar position. I believe what places I have attempted to fill in my 
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relations to this association for the last ten years has been to the very 
best of my ability and judgment. My name being presented there as 
president of this association causing the trouble, you will pardon me 
if I respectfully decline the nomination; because I would not be 
guilty of standing in the way of harmony in this association, or of 
provoking one word of debate. I have asked for no office, I want no 
office. I am living independent. What I have done for the associ- 
ation is because I have felt an interest in it. I am very much obliged 
to the association. I do not wish to provoke any debate. 

Prof. Lloyd, Cincinnati. I think Dr. Heath is mistaken. This is 
simply a matter of convenience of Mr. Weyer, which, I think, should 
go over to the next year. 

The president. It comes over from last year. It is an amendment 
that was proposed last year, but it was proposed on the last day of the 
session, and consequently could not be acted upon until this year. 

iSecretary Hopp. There has no amendment to the by-law been intro- 
duced. It was oifered and then referred to a committee of three for 
them to report at this meeting. That committee may report that it is 
not advisable to change. We have no amendment to the by-laws 
before us now. 

Mr. Hechler. I shall stand by the argument that I made here. I 
hope that I have not oif ended anybody whatsoever. I did not intend 
to cast any reflections on any of the gentlemen proposed by the com- 
mittee; in fact, they have my hearty endorsement. I don't wish 
them to think for a moment that I don't wish their election. I only 
regret that we have so few members present. I would like to see a 
good full room, to give our officers full vote and a cheer. I believe 
that amendment don't amount to anything, but the association has it 
in its hands, if it wishes to do anything. 

Mr. W. R. Ogier, Columbus. This method was proposed last year, 
in order that there might be more interest in the selection of the 
officers. It is practically left to the selection of the committee. 
The committee come in with their report, and whatever they say 
in their report you confirm. I think the idea was that we might 
have a little friendly competition in regard to the selection of officers, 
and thereby create more interest in the matter of the contest. I 
think the idea of interesting more members in the selection of officers 
is a good one. While I am perfectly satisfied with the report of the 
committee, I would like to see an amendment that would create more 
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interest in the selection of officers, and not leave it practically in the 
hands of a committee. 

Mr. Weyer. The committee are unable to make a report, because 
we find nothing in the by-laws with regard to the appointing of a 
nominating committee. There is nothing here in the printed copy 
that I have referring to a committee on nominations. We can't 
make an amendment. 

Mr. Bain. I would like to ask what article 3, chap. 5, of the by- 
laws says. 

The president. **The president shall, at the first session of the 
regular meetings, appoint a committee of nine (I thought it was 
fifteen, and I appointed fifteen,) to nominate officers for the associa- 
tion, who shall report at the next session.** 

Mr. Bain. I think this motion is entirely in order, and I move the 
previous question. 

The previous question was not seconded, but the association voted 
to sustain the motion of Mr. Allen, that the report of the nominating 
committee be accepted, and the secretary be directed to cast a ballot 
for the gentlemen named in the report for respective officers; and the 
ballot was so cast, and the gentlemen declared elected the officers of 
the association for the ensuing year. 

RKPORX OP XHK COMMIXXKB OM IM8URAMCK. 

Toledo, Ohio, June 10, 1890. 
To the President and Members of the Ohio State Pharmaceutical Association : 

Gentlemen : — Your committee, to whom was referred the subject of insur- 
ance, beg to submit the following : 

In January last the officers and managers of the Retail Druggists* Insurance 
Company found themselves short of applications for insurance to yield the 
required amount of premiums to enable them to organize (the requirements 
being premiums in the total of $10,000). They found it advisable, as a tem- 
porary expedient, to the end that immediate insurance might be furnished, and 
until the required amount of policies for permanent organization could be 
obtained, to organize and operate a new company, with the distinct purpose, 
understood by the incorporators and members, and by the state insurance com- 
missioner, that, as soon as the full amount of insurance is obtained to comply 
with the law governing the organization, as contemplated by the Retail Drug- 
gists' Mutual Fire Insurance Company, that the association be terminated, all 
its insurance be transferred to the company and the Retail Druggists' Mu- 
tual Fire Insurance Company be at once formed as a permanent organization. 
And in pursuance thereof ten persons, druggists, residents of this state, have 
filed articles of incorporation and have elected the following officers and

Burdsall, of Cincinnati, L. C. Hbpp, of Cleveland, John Byrne, of Colum- 
bus, M. A. Burkhardt, of Dayton, and F. T. Bow^r, of Toledo, directors. 
This temporary organization is ^nown as The Retail Druggists' Insurance 
Association.

Mr. Hechler. I think before the report is adopted it is probably 
necessary to make a little explanation with regard to the recommend- 
ation of the committee as to a general explanation of the expense 
account. Now in the treasurer's report there is, for instance, Short 
& Forman, $525. We have only about 25 per cent, of our mem- 
bers in attendance; and, as the report is sent out, and these names read 
and nothing else, it will not be known what that money has been spent 
for, and they get the idea that we are getting very extravagant to spend 
S525 in one lump. Now, if the treasurer will simply put in the corres- 
ponding line "for printing 1200 proceedings,'* that will at once show 
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that that money was legitimately and carefully expended, and that a 
copy of our proceedings only costs about 40 cents. There are a 
number of other items where he simply gives the names. For in- 
stance, you will ^find German Bank of Cincinnati, $28. That is all 
he says in his report. I would correct this to show that he paid S28 
for collection on drafts that the treasurer had sent out all over this 
state to collect our fees — 10 cents on every dollar — so that the mem- 
bers who are not present will read in their next report ' * For collect- 
ing fees, S28.'' That will cause them, I hope, to send the dollar in, 
without being called upon by a bank to pay. I think it will have a 
tendency to cause every member to send in a dollar promptly, with- 
out having a bank collect it . There are one or two other items that 
I can't remember. We don't want to criticise his work. We don't 
want a detailed account of it in his report, but simply that the report 
should say *' German Bank of Cincinnati, for collecting dues." 
That would explain at the same time what that was spent for, and so 
on. I believe that the members here can see that the committee had 
only the welfare and good of the association in view. 

Mr. Burkhardt. Another thing that would be good to do is 
this: to have three little books, one for each member of the execu- 
tive committee, in which they can put down the items for which 
they have approved the bills that are sent them, and thus ke^p 
a record; these books to go from the members of the committee 
to their successors. Each member will then know what he has 
signed. When we have bills to approve, one member signs them, 
sends to another, and so on. After he is through he has nothing to 
show what he has approved, unless he keeps a record of it himself. 
If he does, it will be his own property, and the association will have 
no record of it. If the association will provide three little books, 
those will be the property of the association, and each member of 
the executive committee could refer back to see what has been done.

REPORT OF XHK COMHIIXTKK OM PHARMACY I.A1^8. 

Toledo, O., June 10, 1890. 
To the Officers and Members of the Ohio State Pharmaceutical Association, 

The committee on pharmacy law begs to report as follows: Acting on the 
recommendation of the committee on report of board of pharmacy report 
(page 67 eleventh annual report) that ** any amendments, unless actually neces- 
sary at this time, are not considered advisable," your committee did not pro- 
pose any, but resisted those that in their opinion, were harmful to the phar- 
macy law. 

Accordingly, when on the 17th day of April, the amendments to the phar- 
macy law, known as the Gear bill, passed the house of representatives by an 
alarming majority, your committee hastily communicated by telegraph and by 
letter, with members in different parts of the state, to get up petitions and 
remonstrances against its passage in the senate. 

The committee convened at Columbus, supplemented by such members as 
could get away from their business on short notice, and by the local members 
of Columbus. 

Such a pressure was brought to bear upon the senate, that the "indeiinate 
postponement " of the bill was secured. 

It is the experience of your committee, that some concessions to the law of 
the nature proposed by the board of pharmacy fifth annual report, will have 
to be made. The law is in danger of being seriously injured by unjust amend- 
ments. 
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In conclusion, we wish to extend our thanks to the members of the associa- 
tion, for the efficient work done by them in aiding us to sustain the la\^

Secretary Hopp. As we receive these applications it occurred to 
me that it might be advisable to appoint a committee to consider 
*' how to increase our membership.'* Cities are well represented, 
there being few druggists in the larger cities not members. This has 
all been brought about by personal solicitation. In the country our 
membership is not what it should and can be. City members can hardly 
be expected to go from town to town to solicit applications, yet, solic- 
itation is the only plan, and I think a committee ought to be 
appointed to devise some plan by which we can bring in the drug- 
gists from the country towns. 

Mr. Hechler. I move that our secretary and treasurer be appointed 
that committee. 

Seconded and carried. 

Mr. Heath. I want to offer an amendment : that they turn their 
guns in another direction, and try to make a collection from those 
who have already joined the association. Last year at Mansfield we 
had 12 per cent, of the Ohio Pharmaceutical Association in attend- 
ance ; this year, in looking around, I doubt very seriously if we 
have 13 per cent, of the total enrollment here of the membership of 
this association. If you can manage what we have got, I think there 
ought to be some means brought about whereby we can keep within 
the fold what there are in it. There ought to be something done 
with our pharmacy law. I think we have done as much as anybody 
to feel the public pulse with regard to this. There are a great many 
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objections to the law, and in naming those objections they who object 
never recognize the benefits that they have received. I don^t know 
but I am out of order, and I am not positive that I will be heard, but 
I will just mention it. A great many pharmacists object to the law 
and find fault with it. A majority of the pharmacists are poor men. 
They have got all they have in their bottles and packages, and if 
they should die, they feel that there will be nothing for wife and 
children. They can't sell out, unless they can sell to a registered 
pharmacist, because nobody but a registered pharmacist can get it. 
There are a great many of us that can't afford a registered pharma- 
cist for a clerk, because the profits are too small. I will tell you 
why : the country is run over with, and every road in the state of 
Ohio has, in the eyes of the law, a public nuisance, which is these 
men who are traveling around with a grip, and men traveling around 
with a buggy, filled with medicines of their own compounding, when 
the state of Ohio says that if I want to compound behind my desk I 
must go before the board and be registered. Yet these men from the 
openings, or the huckleberry brush, or wherever you please to call it, 
can take their gripsack and go from one end of the country to the other. 
They can buy the alcohol, and opium, and quinine, and compound 
them, and start out and sell them, and sell them cheaper than the 
druggist who is registered. You can't find a farm house that is not 
filled with their nostrums. What is your Ohio law on that? If you 
examine that law carefully, and seek to know what it is, you will find 
out that we have no protection whatever. I have submitted that law 
to good judges. That law should prohibit anybody from compound- 
ing medicines except a registered pharmacist and physician. That is 
what the committee approved, but it was all changed when it was 
adopted. If you will examine the first section of that amended law, 
you will see that what I have stated is true. Something should be 
done. We don't want any more members, provided we can't handle 
them. We are too large a body now. Let us look after ourselves 
more and our neighbors less. 

Dr. A. J. Gardner, Grand Rapids. I would like to make a few 
remarks on the other side of the question. I don't know but that the 
pharmacy law is all right. We are a body by ourselves, isolated, so 
to speak, from all of the world; but at the same time the evil that he 
speaks of I know is a very great one in the country. It can't be so in 
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the cities. I do know that in the country, as he says, there are 
lots of men going around with their little grips from house to house, 
putting up their little medicinal preparations which they sell cheaper 
than the druggist will sell them. Where do these men get their medi- 
cines to put up ? This is the question, and I wanr to bring it right 
home. They have to buy them from the trade. Who is the trade? 
The retail druggists in the country and the wholesale druggist in the 
city. It is in the power of this association to squelch that trade. In 
this state we have that power. The power should be exercised when 
a man comes in and says * * I want to buy a quart of oil, or an ounce 
of the essential oil of wintergreen, or opium.'' It is our duty to then 
inquire ' ' What do you want to do with it ? 

*' I want to put it up.'' 

'* We are not furnishing that kind of trade these goods at all; we 
won't sell it." 

We are all anxious to sell. These same men go around our towns 
and villages and get our trade. We will sell them 50% off from the 
regular profit, which we have from our regular customers, and they 
will sell probably 50% less than we can, and if we want to get their 
trade we have got to cut under. I have thought about this a great 
deal. It is all wrong that the law of the state of Ohio permits these 
men to go around and sell poisons. Paris green is peddled in the 
country in that kind of trade, to my knowledge, and rough on rats. 

I want to call attention to the new poison label law, which I didn't 
know anything of until I saw it published. I don't suppose there are 
many druggists in the country aware that there Was a law passed at 
the close of the legislature requiring the labeling of poisons, which is 
going to cost us a little money. If you don't know what it is, get 
the last statutes, or send to Dr. Spencer, who had control and was 
the author of the bill. I will simply state that all poison labels must 
be printed in red ink on white paper, and the words ''Poison " and 
'* Caution " — both of those words are specified in the law. They are 
to be printed in red ink ; and also, if possible, two antidotes are to be 
printed on the label. This law takes effect the 1st of July, and any 
man who fails to conform to that law is liable to a penalty I think of 
$50 for every time he fails to put up a package of poison without 
that label. There may be some here who don't know this. 

I think the evil is with us about these itinerant peddling through 
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the country. If we can shut down, the wholesale men to only sell 
to the legitimate trade, there would be no such trouble. If they do 
sell anything they will have to go into the woods and get the barks 
and herbs and go to some little camp and boil them up. Of course 
we can't stop that ; but the sale except legitimately of all classes of 
medicines can be stopped, if we take hold of it. 

Mr. Hechler. In some instances I feel greatly with Mr. Heath. I 
think myself the pharmacy law is subject to criticism ; but in regard 
to clerk hire, I believe on the other hand it has increased my trade. 
I believe I can say so. At the same time I realize there are a great 
many imperfections. The pharmacy law being in its infancy, I don't 
think that with the law there will be more profits in the first year, or 
in the second year, or in the third year. I don't expect either that 
the great state of Ohio would enact a law that would set me as one of 
the pharmacists on a hill, and say by statute ''all that trade is your 
own." I firmly believed when that law was enacted that I would 
have to hustle still more. I further believed that I would have to 
educate my boy a great deal better .than I was educated in order to 
keep up in the future. 

Mr. Fennell made the point of order that the gentleman was not 
speaking to the question. 

Mr. Hechler continued his remarks, to the effect that the secretary 
and treasurer were really the parties who should be upon this com- 
mittee, because they were already in correspondence with persons in 
every county in the state, and thereby could manage the work better 
than anybody else. And if the pharmacists got the good they hoped 
and expected out of the law, all the pharmacists of the state must be 
interested in the matter, and must work in harmony. 

The motion to appoint the committee was again adopted. 

RKPORX OP COMBIIXXBB OK XRADK IKXBRB8XS. 

To the President and Members of the Ohio State P harmaceutical Association: 

Some four weeks since your committee addressed a circular letter to the 
several county correspondents as well as to about one hundred other mem- 
bers of the association, scattered throughout the state. This letter contained 
several interrogatories pertaining to matters upon which your committee 
desired reliable information. For the numerous replies received and the 
many suggestions offered, we desire to extend our thanks, for in them we 
found much food for thought and reflection, and the information gleaned 
therefrom forms the groundwork, as it were, of this report. 
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Speaking for the whole state, we are pleased to inform you that trade for 
the past year has been very satisfactory. In fact, we find that druggists as a 
rule are highly gratified with the volume of business done the past twelve 
months. Of course there are a few exceptions, but in the majority of cases, 
local causes explained fully the reasons for complaint. The extrerhely open 
winter and the almost impassable condition of our public highways effected 
trade to some extent, but, in the very midst of this deplorable condition of 
affairs, there came into almost every household in the state one of the most 
prevalent epidemics ever visited upon any people, **La Grippe," and the 
many complicated maladies that followed in its wake, proved a bonanza for 
the druggist, seldom, if ever equaled. Fortune along with misfortune, how- 
ever, came hand in hand, the latter striking down at every point the physician 
and druggist. * La Grippe" was no respecter of persons and to those wha 
safely passed through the trying ordeal we desire to extend our hand in 
sympathy. The writer got a double dose and speaks from experience. 

The matter of cutting in prices, especially on proprietary articles, has 
received at the hands of several former committees due attention and consid- 
eration, but as yet no plan has been adopted whereby the evil has been rem- 
edied. Your present committee desire to mkke a few suggestions, however, 
with the hope that at this meeting some action will be taken in regard to this 
ever prevalent demoralizer of trade. 

1st. Under the rebate or contract plan, the manufacturer of proprietary 
goods compels the jobber to sign a contract to sell at their established price. 

Why not carry this same S)'Stem into effect with the retailer ? Let the jobber 
compel his customers to sign a contract to sell only at the regular retail price. 
Let the manufacturer also, where he sells to the retailer, compel the contract 
to be signed, and in both cases if the same is violated, furnish no more 
goods. This plan is in splendid working order between the manufacturer and 
wholesaler and your committee wish to most urgently impress this idea upon 
the association for discussion and action. Let there be a committee appointed 
to attend the meeting of the National Wholesale Druggists' Association to be 
held in September, in Washington. Have the subject properly presented 
before them and ask their co-operation with the manufacturers in carrying 
out this plan for the benefit and protection of the retailer. We find that a 
large part of the cutting in prices is done by certain dry goods and notion 
houses in the large cities and the village and cross-roads stores in the country. 
Let us not make the mistake of asking the manufacturer and jobber not to sell 
to these people, but insist only on the carrying out of the contract plan to the 
retailer. If the plan meets with the approval of the association we would 
recommend the appointment of a committee of two and that their expenses be 
borne by the association. In assigning this committee great care should be 
exercised that we send the very best talent at our command in order that this 
subject should be handled in the best possible manner. 

Let us take the initial step in this vital effort, soliciting the aid and assist- 
ance of our sister state associations, and we feel assured that with a' united 
endeavor on our part this project can be accomplished.

LOCAL ORGANIZATIONS. 

• From many sections of the state we have reports of the splendid work being 
done by these agencies, and the universal verdict is that they are a grand 
success. We would suggest that in the larger towns and cities where there 
are no local organizations at present, that there be a committee appointed in 
each place to canvas the ground and call a meeting for effecting such an asso- 
ciation. Stop the traveling "fakir" on the streets. Our pharmacy laws com- 
pel the druggist to be educated in his profession, but not one word as to the 
many irresponsible peddlers of sundry nostrums hawked about over the 
country. Why should this be tolerated ? 

Among the evils existing in the trade the matter of special tax on the sale 
of liquors is receiving the universal disapproval of the entire country and in 
our opinion it is but a question of a short time when this obnoxious law will 
be repealed. 

The practice of some manufacturers selling their products to physicians at 
same prices asked of the druggist, should receive attention at our hands and 
the custom broken up if possible. 

physicians' supply houses. 

Thfs is an entirely new innovation and as such should be handled by the 
trade in a straightforward, businesslike manner. ^ Their method of doing 
business is somewhat peculiar, in that they make very low prices on a few 
staple goods to get the attention of the physician and to create the impression 
that the druggist has been charging them exorbitant prices. In many instan- 
ces where very low prices are given, inferior goods are furnished. For 
instance, absorbent cotten at 40 cents per lb., upon examination was found to 
be almost entirely worthless for the purposes for which it is intended. Simply 
a fair quality of household cotton, dear at the price. 

How can we meet such competition ? Convince the physician that you 
carry none but standard and reliable drugs and chemicals and that you are 
charging but a living profit. Show him the utter folly of dealing with a house 
that will sell one article at a ruinous price and the next above what it is worth 
in order to come out even. Try to show the physician that his interest and 
that of the retail druggist are mutual and that by working together in harmony 
you would be of much service to each other.

When the present law was enacted in March, 1884, there were registered at 
that time under its provisions, without examination, 2,838 pharmacists and 
919 as assistant pharmacists. 

In 1887, the number of these persons who registered, decreased to 2,208 
pharmacists, showing a net loss of 22.3 per cent, in three years from death, 
removals from the state, and the abandoning of the business for some other 
occupation. Of the 919 assistant pharmacists, registered without examination 
in 1884, only 474 were re-registered in 1887, a decrease of almost 50 per cent. 
A corresponding shrinkage in renewals in 1890 will leave 1,718 of the pharma- 
cists originally registered by law, and about 250 assistants, or a total of 1,968 
out of the 3,767 who were permitted to register in 1884, without examination. 
To take the places of these 1,800, we have now in force 393 assistant pharma- 
cists, and 698 pharmacists who have been registered after passing the required 
examinations. 

'Hence if the rates of decrease in 1887 shall hold good in the number of 
renewals during the current year, the records will show — when the work of 
the second triennial is completed, which will be about Sept. 1st next — in round 
numbers 2,400 registered pharmacists, and 650 regfistered assistants in the 
state of Ohio, or an aggregate of 3,050 in 1890, as compared with 3,757 in 1884. 

From May 1, 1889, to May, 1890, the period covered by this report, the 
board registered by examination 136 pharmacists out of 325 applicants, or 
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40.2 per cent., and 93 assistants were registered of 175 applications or 53.14 
per cent. 

During the year the following meetings have been held: Columbus, May 13, 
1889 ; Toledo, July 80, 1889 ; Cleveland, Oct. 14, 1889 ; Columbus, Nov. 26, 
1889; Cincinnati, Jan. 13, 1890; Columbus, March 25, 1890. At all these meet- 
ings examinations have been held, and the attendance of applicants has been 
very good except at the November meeting in Columbus. It is proposed to do 
away with the November meeting for this year as an ekperiment, so that for the 
remainder of the current year but two more meetings for examinations will be 
held, namely: Toledo, July 23d, and Cleveland, Oct. 18th. 

The board holds executive sessions at each meeting, gives attention to all 
complaints filed for action ; decides all points submitted for its consideration ; 
keeps a complete journal of all its proceedings ; has a regular order of 
business ; has a committee on claims which audits all bills, and requires from 
the treasurer at each meeting a written statement showing all receipts and 
expenditures. 

In order to secure a more systematic supervision of the work of the board 
throughout the state, the following districts have been made : 

District No. 1. Mr. Weyer, composed of the counties of Hamilton, 
Preble, Butler, Warren, Brown, Clermont, Clinton, Highland, Adams, 
Fayette, Pike, Scioto. 

District No. 2. Mr. Bower, composed of Williams, Lucas, Fulton, 
Ottawa, Sandusky, Seneca, Henry, Wyandot, Defiance, Paulding, Van Wert, 
Allen, Putnam, Hancock, Wood and Auglaize counties. 

District No. 8. Mr. Hechler has Crawford, Huron, Erie, Richland, 
Holmes, Wayne, Ashland, Medina, Lorain, Cuyahoga, Summit, Portage, 
Geauga, Lake, Ashtabula, Trumbull, Mahoning, Stark, Tuscarawas, Harrison, 
Jefferson, Columbiana and Carroll counties. 

District No. 4. Mr. Colwell has Champaign, Darke, Montgomery, 
Miami, Shelby, Mercer, Logan, Union, Clarke, Greene, Marion and Hardin 
counties. 

The secretary in charge of District No. 5 has the following counties; 
Franklin, Madison, Ross, Pickaway, Lawrence, Gallia, Meigs, Vinton, 
Athens, Washington, Morgan, Licking, Noble, Muskingum, Monroe, Coshoc- 
ton, Knox, Jackson, Fairfield, Hocking, Delaware, Guernsey, Belmont 
and Perry. 

The following suits for violation of law have been filed by the board since 
the last report : 

Adams county, one case, offender fined $50 and costs, and the store placed 
in charge of a registered pharmacist. 

Brown county, two cases, precisely alike, the grand jury indicted one, but 
not the other, and in the case of the one who was indicted the jury disagreed 
because some of them thought the law ought not to exist any way ! 

Guernsey county, one case, defendant agreed to pay all costs of prosecution 
and discontinue the sale of everything not allowed by law, and the suit was 
withdrawn. 
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Columbiana county, one case went to the courts, but the prosecuting^ 
attorney being interested, as we have reason to believe, in the store, the grand 
jury of course failed to indict the offender. The store was subsequently 
placed under the charge of a registered pharmacist. 

Paulding county, one case, offender fined $90 and costs of suit, and discon- 
tinued business. 

Franklin county, Columbus, two cases, each fined $35 and costs, and both 
stores secured registered pharmacists. 

In addition to these a larger number of persons conformed to the require- 
ments of the law without inviting prosecution. 

The board desires to express gratification at the cheerful assistance rendered 
by county correspondents in furnishing corrected lists of the pharmacists and 
assistants of their respective counties for the work of re-registration. 
Responses to our requests were received from every county in the state except 
three, and the information furnished has been of great value. 

The following statement shows the receipts and expenditures of the board 
from May 1st, 1889, to May 1st, 1890.

Mr. Heath moved that the medical profession of the city be invited 
to be present and take part in the discussion. 

Mr. Ogier suggested that he didn't believe Bro. Heath knew what 
the state medical association did last week, and at the proper time he 
proposed to read their action in commendation of the pharmacy law. 

Mr. Ingalls, president of the Michigan State Pharmaceutical Asso- 
ciation, was presented to the association, and in acknowledging the 
courtesy, took occasion to invite the Ohio association to send two or 
more delegates to the Michigan association next September. 

Mr. Heath called for the reading of the resolution of the Ohio 
State Medical Society, but on the suggestion of several it was post- 
poned. 

Prof. Lloyd seconded Mr. Heath's motion to invite the physicians 
of the city to be present and take part in the discussion, and the 
motion prevailed unanimously. 

Dr. W. C. Chapman, Toledo. I see that perhaps I am the only 
representative of the medical profession here, but I will, in behalf of 
the medical profession of Toledo, extend you their thanks for this 
invitation. I will notify them that this invitation has been extended 
and I think a great many will be here to-morrow morning. I know 
that the state association at the last meeting at Columbus passed a 
resolution in which it endeavored to assist you in the furthering and 
carrying out of your creditable efforts in the passing of this pharmacy 
law. As far as I know, the medical profession are heartily in accord 
in every respect with this bill. We haven't been able to do anything 
as physicians in regard to the suppression of illegal medicine, but 
you druggists seem to have taken hold of it in a way that has been 
successful. I don't know how you managed it. We have been to 
the legislature time and time again, but we never have been able to 
accomplish a single thing. We want to come and take lessons in this 
regard. We don't know how to suppress the quack. We have 
united on every pathy recognized as legal, still we can't do anything; 
we can't suppress the quack. You seem to have done that; we want 
to know how you do it.

Whereas, The law enacted by the General Assembly in 1884, regulating 
the practice of pharmacy in Ohio, has, during six years of its existence, had a 
wholesome tendency to restrict the numbers of incompetent persons who seek 
to become compounders and dispensers of drugs, chemicals, poisons, and 
pharmaceutical preparations ; therefore be it 

Resolved^ Ist. That the Ohio State Medical Society deplores the action of 
the recent General Assembly in its attempts to so modify this law as to seri- 
ously impair its effectiveness, and also the efforts to abolish the pharmacy 
board and repeal the law. 

2d. That this society recognizes as correct and reasonable the provisions of 
the present law by which the graduate in medicine, the graduate in pharmacy, 
as well as those who are not graduates, are all required to pass an examination 
by the board of pharmacy before becoming pharmacists. 

3d. That we recognize the existence of imperfections in the present law, 
but do not believe that these imperfections can be removed or the present law 
improved by any amendments which shall in any way lower the standard of 
qualification now required. 

The above resolutions were adopted unanimously by the Ohio State Medical 
Society at its meeting in Columbus, June 5, 1890.

Mr. Stem. I move the adoption of the report. 

Mr. Ogier. I believe ever since the organization of the board this 
custom has prevailed ; it has been a common courtesy to place the 
retiring member of the board on the list ; but this time his name is 
omitted. I don't think the association wants to do that. 

Dr. Greve. As a member of the nominating committee, I will 
explain why the name of Mr. Colwell is not put on the list. There 
is, I believe, considerable prejudice gradually being developed in the 
state against this board recommending the members. They see a 
tendency to make the board hereditary. There haa been a great deal 
of complaint about appointing the old members. We thought it 
would be best to break the record in that respect. There was no 
discourtesy intended to Mr. Colwell at all. I believe it would be 
better for this convention to be guided entirely by the l)est interests 
of the pharmacists than by mere personal considerations. 

Mr. Ogier. I don't see anything like Csesarism in the Ohio Board 
of Pharmacy. The majority have served but one term. Mr. Colwell 
was appointed to fill an unexpired term. I don't think the associa- 
tion can afford to send out a man, when by common courtesy they 
are supposed to be recommended by this committee. I don't think 
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there is any danger of anybody being hurt if they should happen to 
be reappointed on this board. 

Mr. Von Stein. I have been selected as one of those members. I 
would respectfully withdraw in favor of Mr. Col well. Substitute 
Mr. Col well's name for mine. 

Dr. Greve. If I may be permitted to re-state once more this 
<]|uestion : I think it very bad policy to renominate a man whose term 
has expired ; because the governor, not knowing anything of the 
circumstances and of the qualifications of the man, is very apt to act 
on the indorsement of this association, and reappoint the old member, 
which has been done in several instances. The man may be a very 
good man, but I do not think it is good policy to have the same men 
serve more than one term. 

Mr. Hechler. I think as far as I am concerned, as a member of 
the board, I would be satisfied with one term, and I think when my 
term expires I shall have given the state some very valuable services; 
and when I have done that, I don't think I ought to be kicked out 
with both feet. My idea is Mr. Colwell don't stand any more chance 
of being appointed than I do of being elected president of the United 
States; but it would seem as though we ought to show him full court- 
esy. I think as Dr. Greve does, he has already served a full term 
-and his chances are not very good — because he is politically out. 
But still we ought to show some slight courtesy. There is no indi- 
vidual who thinks for a minute that the pitiful compensation the 
board gets is a thing that amounts to anything for the service they 
give. In this case we show courtesy to Mr. Colwell, who has cer- 
tainly 1)een a very eflficient and valuable member. 

Mr. Ogier. I don't want to see Mr. Von Stein get ofF of that list. 
He is on the right side of the fence politically, and if he goes on the 
board he will make a good man. I would not strike out Mr. Von 
Stein or any man that is on that line. 

Mr. Von Stein. When we drop, we commence at the last name. 
My name being last it is the easier way. 

Mr. Ogier. I hope the association won't excuse Mr. Von Stein. 

Mr. Hechler. I would favor recommitting the report to the com- 
mittee, and instructing them to place Mr. Colwell's name on the list. 

Dr. Greve. I second that motion, in consideration of the fact that 
Mr. Colwell has served only one year, and has been a very eflScient 
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member. I think the present discussion has served its purpose, in 
calling attention to the fact that it is not well to re -nominate a man 
who has served one term. 

The motion to refer back prevailed.

Toledo, O.. June 10, 1890. 
To the Officers and Members of th£ Ohio State Pharmaceutical Association : 

Gentlemen: — As our worthy pi^sident has given you a statement in his 
address to you in regard to the insurance association and your committee on 
insurance also has a report on the subject, embracing the status of the associa- 
tion about the first of the present month. The secretary has furnished your 
committee copies of all circulars sent out at the various stages of the progress 
in our efforts towards the organization, with notes explanatory of the circu- 
lars, and the difficulties encountered. He has furnished them a statethent of 
the condition of the temporary organization and such other matter as he 
thought might prove of interest and for the enlightenment of the druggists of 
the state on the subject of mutual insurance. It might seem hardly necessary 
that the association itself or its secretary should make another report. The 
officers and directors of the insurance association are fully aware of the neces- 
sity of a full and free discussion of all the various phases of the subject. We 
are fully convinced that the more the druggist is enlightened on the subject, 
the stronger he is in favor of it. A]l those who seemed to understand the 
subject most clearly were those who pla^ced their insurance in it first. We, 
therefore, invite a thorough investigation of the whole matter, and we stand 
ready to aid any or every one to that end. The whole matter is before the 
association, and the directors and officers of the insurance association are 
willing to be guided or directed by the wishes of the Ohio State Pharmaceuti- 
cal Association if their suggestions are practicable and to the best interests of 
the insurance association itself. The persons in charge of this matter desire 
to have it distinctly understood by every druggist' of the state that the insur- 
ance association is not gutten up for the purpose of giving any one fat posi- 
tions. If any one thinks so I think he should be satisfied when informed that 
no one has received anything yet. That those who have done the work up to 
this time have not only received not a cent for services but are actually out of 
pocket nearly a thousand dollars in cash. And also, that any future compen- 
sation for services to those who perform the labor will be fixed entirely by 
those who help pay for it. It is not probable that the druggists of Ohio will 
ever decide or agree to pay any such salaries as are paid for the management 
of stock insurance companies. It may be well to state in this connection the 
necessity of the temporary organization. The law requires nearly a million 
dollars of insurance subscribed before we could organize under the permanent 
plan as a com pan}'. The response was very ready and satisfactory in the large 
cities; but when it came to the point where it became necessary to reach 
smaller cities and towns, they did not understand ' it so readily and looked 
upon the project somewhat with suspicion and did not respond so readily. 
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The outlay became too great for an)' man to bear since there was doubts as to 
the outcome, even if all the field could be reached, or if we even had the 
whole amount subscribed could we force all to pay in their cash before incor- 
poration, possibly a month before a single policy could be issued. To organ- 
ize as an association and collect only a membership fee for expenses, then 
assess for losses, which is the regular plan, would not generally be satisfac- 
tory. In studying the subject this expedient suggested itself, to collect a 
membership fee of one regular premium in advance and thus avoid the neces- 
sity of assessment, except in case of extraordinary losses, which might never 
occur in a man's lifetime. By this means all who were willing to cancel policies 
in other companies could come in at once or come in as their policies expire. 
We hoped, and indications led us to believe, at the time this temporary organ- 
ization was effected, that all or nearly all whose subscriptions were in would 
avail themselves of the opportunity and we would be able to get enough addi- 
tional to reorganize at the time of this meeting of the state association. Our 
hopes have not been realized, although we have quite a number of additional 
or new applications from persons who have taken their policies of insurance. 
Yet, there are more than one-half of the old or first applicants whose policies 
have not yet been issued, and very many of them only a part of the amount 
subscribed. 

Is the present plan safe? Is any plan absolutely safe ? The great Chicago 
fire bankrupted many insurance companies. Even a great conflagration like 
that would not fall as heavily upon a company of this kind as upon other com- 
panies, because the risks are more scattered. We receive as much cash in 
hand as any other company for the same risk. The average losses throughout 
the state are about five to seven per cent, of the amount paid as premiums. It 
we carried all the insurance of retail druggists of the state our premium fund 
would be seventy-five or eighty thousand dollars. 1 doubt whether there has 
ever occurred in any one year in the state losses to retail druggists to amount 
to twenty thousand dollars. There was not to exceed four thousand dollars 
losses. in Ohio last year and over one half of that was declared incendiary and 
not paid by the insurance companies. There has been one loss this year up to 
this time heard from and reported at about two thousand dollars. 

To make us each more secure in case our losses should be greater than the 
cash fund collected we must agree each with the other to make our mutual 
losses good, and therefore we have such a clause in the policy. If you should 
burn out it is a part of my obligation to help make your loss good to you, and 
if I should burn out it is a part of your obligation to help repay me my loss. 
We have, therefore, all the members of the association obligated to make good 
. each others losses. Is not, therefore, this form as safe as the proposed perma- 
nent company ? or any other company for that matter? It is the premiums 
that pay all losses and expenses, and in stock companies, a profit to stock- 
holders and large salaries to officers and directors. 

Drugs, medicines, chemicals, etc., are placed in the list of extra or specially 
hazardous articles by all insurance companies, and, therefore, correspondingly 
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high rates are fixed upon all stocks of merchandise embracing these articles. 
Insurance companies do not consider the actual facts as to hazard, as every 
retail druggist knows, but they are charged for their insurance according to 
classification. '

Mr. Weyer. I will say that we have now 227 policies issued, which 
cover an amount of $286,800. The total amount of first premium or 
membership fees (we call them membership fees in our temporary organi- 
zation) for these policies has been a little over $3, 400 — I think it is $3 ,449 
and some cents. We have had to expend recently a little more than 
we anticipated. The first month we took in something over $1,600. 
We sent a man out to the large cities, and a large majority of those 
who had subscribed took out policies at once. For instance, in Cin- 
cinnati we have about $50,000 ; in Cleveland we have about $50,000, 
and in the smaller cities in proportion. But we have policies scattered 
all over the state. Generally from the small towns they were small 
policies. We have a large number — quite a number — of $1,000 
policies, some of $1,500 and $1,800, and not very many of $2,000. 
We don't invite men to take out large amounts at first. We think if 
we get a policy from each man in the state, as far as possible, that 
would give us a good start, and as we get stronger we would take 
larger policies as they expire. The object was to get every man in 
who might possibly assist in getting the association built up and on a 
good solid foundation. According to the history of losses in the state 
of Ohio, there is really but very little risk. A drug store will burn 
once in a while; but as I said last year, the total losses in the state of 
Ohio didn't amount to over $4,000. I wrote twenty letters and postal 
cards, addressed to parties in different parts of the state, and quite a 
number of them to men who travel for wholesale drug houses, and 
visit certain sections of the country every two or three weeks, so 
that they knew everything that occurred in their respective localities. 
I received replies from a large number of them, and from enough so 
that I could formulate a fairly accurate report of the entire state; 
and under these circumstances, as I said, I found the total amount to 
be not over $4,000 ; and one of those losses, which was the greatest, 
was declared to be incendiary by the insurance companies, and they 
didn't pay anything on the drugs, but paid the loss on the real estate. 
On the only loss in the state that amounted to anything the insurance 
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companies paid $1,738. The man ^ho suffered the loss had an in- 
surance of $2,500, the fire originating two buildings away, and of 
course swept those first, and he saved a great many of his goods. Up 
to this time I have learned of but one loss in the state during this year. 
We had an application from that establishment last year, but they 
didn't come in. In fact, they removed their insurance in December, 
and were called upon, but declined to go in at the time we were ready. 

If there are any members of the association who hear of any losses 
in the state anywhere, I would like to know it, because we want to 
keep a record of the losses, so as to have a complete history, so far as 
possible. I shall make it a part of my business, if I am continued 
as secretary of the association, to ascertain as accurately as possible, 
the amount of all the losses that occur in the state to druggists; but 
the evidence that we have collected on the subjeot — ^and in some cities 
we have obtained it back as far as eighteen years (Cleveland) — shows 
that the losses don't prove to be over one-eighteenth of what we pay 
for insurance. Of course we have only got a part of the insurance; 
we may have to share all of the losses. As I said before, as in all 
mutual companies, if we expect to derive the benefits, if we expect 
to get the profits, we must expect to take a part of the risk. That is 
what insurance companies are organized for. They take the risk and 
get the profits. If we take the risk, we expect to get the profits. 
Conversely, if we expect to get the profits, we must expect to take 
the risk, 

I wish to state further, that our by-laws provide for local boards. 
Wherever a member of the central board of directors resides, there 
shall be associated with him two or more of the members of the asso- 
ciation (or company), making a local board of three or five. These 
local boards take charge of the local matters of the association, and 
they act as agents, and look after the soliciting and the risks, and 
it will be their business to look after the safety, and to decide what 
are good risks, and eventually to decide the amount that shall be paid 
in case of loss, and the premium that shall be paid by each one. It 
would be virtually placed entirely in the hands of druggists selected 
by themselves. We are inclined to conduct everything fairly and 
honestly, and it is proposed to give honest and square insurance to 
the druggists of Ohio. If it is not so, it is their own fault. 

One word more: You should go to the association to get your risk. 
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We don't want to keep a man out on the road. In fact, the last trip 
hasn't been profitable. We propose to change it as quickly as pos- 
sible into the hands of the local boards. It is certainly the duty of ' 
every man who is interested at all in the association to assist in pro- 
mulgating the objects and benefits of the association, and to assist in 
getting the association built up as rapidly as possible. Whenever we 
get ready for reorganization and forming a permanent company, the 
the board of directors will be somewhat increased, so as to represent 
properly and fairly every part of the state. We may have our 
monthly meetings^ of the board of directors in any part of the state 
that is desirable. 

Mr. Allen. This insurance is a matter of business; that is the 
way I look at it. I believe that insurance companies are in the 
business just the same as you and I are in business — to make 
money. We are in business to make a livelihood. Some of us make 
a better living than others do. Now, if the druggists of this state 
will take the pains to look this matter up, and look the records up, 
they will find that they can't make any mistake in forming a mutual 
company to insure themselves. Two years ago, when I was in the 
business a little of looking the matter up, I made some investigations 
that surprised me. In the first place I looked up the records of my 
own town of Akron ; and I will say right here, of the seventeen or 
eighteen drug stores that are there, I am myself paying more than 
enough to pay the average losses that have occurred there for the past 
ten years. I didn't look back but eight or nine years — I have for- 
gotten w^hich; that was two years ago. There have been no losses 
since. The insurance that I am paying myself will more than make 
up all the losses that have occurred in the city of Akron for the last 
ten year. Now where does the money go that the other druggists are 
paying? Many of the druggists in the state are paying as much in- 
surance as I am ; some of them are paying more. What becomes of 
it? It ought to go right in their own pockets. I have said that the 
trouble is that the druggists don't take the trouble to look the matter 
up. I went before the meeting of the association in Cleveland with 
a statement that I had just recently looked up, and their meeting 
place was in the very building that contained the records. I had 
looked over their fire records for the past twenty years. It was 
eighteen years at that time. We got tired and quit; but I looked 
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over the records for eighteen years, and all the losses of druggists 
that we found that had occurred in the city of Cleveland during that 
eighteen years amounted to less than $6,000. Now, the druggists in 
the city of Cleveland I will say, without any qualification, pay every 
year in premiums from $10,000 to $15,000. There is no question 
about that. In eighteen or twenty years they have paid nearly 
$300,000 in premiums. They have simply been making yearly con- 
tributions amounting to nearly $300,000 during that time to the insur- 
ance companies. They might just as well have that -themselves. 
They might have saved money enough in that time to have put up 
one of the finest blocks in the city of Toledo. I don't know how it 
it is in the city of Toledo. I don't know whether they have had any 
fires here, or not; I haven't been paying any attention to it, but I am 
going to stand up here and say, that if anybody will take the pains 
to go around and look it up, he will find that there will be a small 
percentage of losses ; that there will be a large percentage of the pre- 
miums that have gone into the pockets of the insurance companies; 
and I don't believe, in a city of this size, that the losses are ten to 
fifteen per cent, of the premiums paid, taking all the losses that have 
occurred in the last fifteen years. I am making this statement with- 
out knowing what I am talking about; but I say these things are true 
in other cities, consequently I don't believe they vary much in the 
city of Toledo. If you don't believe this, go and look it up. You 
can go to the fire department in the city of Toledo and find a record 
there of every fire that has occurred as long as there has been a city. 
I have looked it up in some cases, and am simply giving a statement 
of those things which are true. I got up before the druggists in Cleve- 
land and told them that right in the next room they could. corroborate 
the statement that 1 made. A good many of them don't think of 
that; but anybody can do it if they will take the pains. They are 
bound to see that the insurance business is one of the most prosperous 
businesses in this country to-day ; they can't help it. As I say, I 
am making this statement on my own responsibility; any of you can 
verify it. But I will guarantee that in the state of Ohio anywhere 
from seventy -five to ninety per cent, of all the premiums that are 
paid to insurance companies by retail druggists go into the pockets 
of the insurance companies, or into the pockets of their agents. It 
costs them a large percentage to do business. We should not have 
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agents out to solicit; we ought never to have them. Every drug- 
gist in the state of Ohio ought to say , ' * I am going to make money 
myself by insuring myself. Send me a policy. I will send you a 
check for $25 or $50, or whatever I want.'' This is about all the 
expense, but not entirely, because we have got to have a president, 
and secretary, and treasurer, etc. But you see this expense will be 
comparatively little. The old line companies own the best property 
in the world to-day; they own it, and it is paid for. They have got 
money to invest anywhere it will make money. If you have got 
good security, you can get all the money you want. 

Mr. Burkhardt. I have learned that in ten years there hasn't been 
$300 loss by lire in any drug store in Dayton. We have over forty 
drug stores there. If each drug store is insured for $1,000 — I don't 
believe there are three of them that have less than that amount of 
insurance — we pay more than double the amount of the losses that we 
have had in ten years in one year in premiums to the stock companies. 
And the fact that they have a profitable business is proven, as Mr. 
Allen says, by their surplus. We have one insurance company, the 
Teutonia company. That has a surplus of $467,000 in a business^ 
career of twenty-five years; and so with a number of other compa- 
nies. If they can make money I think we ought to be able to make 
some for ourselves. It is for each one of us to say, ** I am going to 
do something for myself. ' ' There shouldn't any one depend on others, 
but on himself. I have had the same question asked me in Dayton, 
** Can you give us your personal assurance that this will be all right, 
and that we won't have to pay anything hereafter ? " We come in as 
members and help each other out, and with the losses in the past that 
the druggists have had, it is safe to say that there will be very little 
to pay. The premiums that we paid the first year will bear out the 
belief that there will be nothing to pay. I think it is safe enough to 
risk a single premium for a proportionate amount of that which we 
carry in insurance. Every druggist ought to make it his business to 
make an application and send the amount of his premium for $1,000, 
or whatever amount he wishes to carry. With a little effort I think 
there should be no trouble at all in organizing it into a permanent or- 
ganization, and with the funds collected from premiums the amount 
required by law can be raised, and the interest on that amount alone, 
with careful investment, ought almost to pay ofF all the fire losses we 
are likely to have, without running expenses. 
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Mr. Weyer. I don't know whether the gentlemen want to hear 
me talk all the time. I would like to make a statement that I issued 
in a circular with regard to the New England factory mutual insur- 
ance companies, organized for the purpose of caring for manufacturing 
establishments. That class of risks are very great, and as stock com- 
panies make no arrangements for the safety of the property they 
insure, they have large fires and big losses. In the New England 
states there were seventeen of those factory and mill companies or- 
ganized. They are associated together the same as a board of under- 
writers. They are all governed by certain rules that were adopted, 
that the owners of the factories were compelled to comply with before 
they took them, regarding their safety. They have to have certain 
things for fire protection, such as iron shutters, automatic sprinklers, 
etc., so as to make the risk as small as possible. Year before last 
their premiums were over $4,000,000. They returned at the end of 
the year $3,000,000 in dividends. Their average rate was about 
ninety-three one-hundredths of one per cent., for which in Ohio this 
same class of risks pay five per cent, to eight per cent. They were 
% rated at about one-quarter to one-eighth of what they are here, and 
they had three-fifths returned to them. They carried their insurance 
for twenty-eight one-hundredths of one per cent. If factories can 
carry their own risks, where they have such great losses, what can a 
retail druggist do ? As I said before in my report, a part of the goods 
we carry are rated as specially hazardous, therefore we have to pay 
specially hazardous rates on everything in the same building. They 
don't take into account the actual risk. I will give you an instance 
in my own experience. On the comer of Sixth and Elm streets, in 
Cincinnati, I paid $1.25 on my store and household goods, and I 
paid that year after year. I moved out into the country and built 
myself a frame house. Now, on my household goods I am paying 
nine-tenths of one per cent, for five years, eighteen cents a hun- 
dred. If we had a fire there it would be doubly disastrous; yet they 
carry me for eighteen cents on one hundred dollars there ^ and in the 
city, where we have good fire protection, brick building, and where 
the fire possibly would be only a small one, I had to pay $1.25. 
If you have a private dwelling on a corner, they will carry you for 
one-tenth of one per cent; if you put a drug store in there, if you 
have only a prescription store, they will charge you ten times that 
amount. Why should you pay it? 
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Mr. Allen. A new company started up on the Pacific coast a 
short time ago with a capital stock of $100,000. The first year the 
net proceeds of that concern were $274,000. I think that was pretty 
good business. I don't want to do all the talking, but I want to tell 
just one thing. When I was talking about this mutual insurance 
business two years ago, I talked to an insurance man with regard to 
it. **Now,'' he said, ** don't you do anything of the kind. If you 
will get the retail druggists of the state of Ohio to take insurance 
with us, I will raise $100,000 stock, and we will start off, and if they 
will all come in, we vvill insure them at just two-thirds of what they 
are paying now." I never told that before. He wanted me to keep 
that quiet, and say nothing about it, but work it that way. I said 
**No, sir; this is going before the association." You can see what an 
insurance man thought with regard to this matter — what there was in. 
it. He could raise the money, too, right at home. 

The report was adopted. 

The secretary read the applications for membership of C. H. Mills, 
M. D., Toledo, T. S. Wooster, Norwalk, R.J. Collin, Tontogany. 

Ordered to take the usual course. 

Adjourned to nine o'clock to-morrow morning. 



THIRD SESSION. 

Thursday Morning, June 12th , 1890. 

On the assembling of the association the president called attention to 
the invitation of the president of the Michigan Pharmaceutical Asso- 
ciation to this association to send visiting delegates to the meetings of 
that association in September. 

On motion of Mr. Fennel, the president was authorized to appoint 
five such delegates. 

Mr. Hechler offered the following resolution : 

Toledo, O., June 12, 1890. 

Be it resolved by the Ohio State Pharmaceutical Association^ That hereafter the 
nominations sent to the governor for selection as member of the Ohio Board 
of Pharmacy shall not contain the names of those whose terms have or are 
about to expire. 

The resolution was adopted by a vote of 27 to 12.

Secretary Hopp read the following communication from the fire 
insurance association :

There seems to be an impression amongst a few of the members of thisasso> 
ciation that the Retail Druggists' Insurance Association has no connection with 
the Ohio State Pharmaceutical Association. The subject of mutual insurance 
was 6rst presented by Mr. S. £. Allen, in his address as president of this asso- 
ciation, at Columbus, at which meeting a committee was appointed on the sub- 
ject of insurance. At the meeting last year, at Mansfield, a plan was presented 
with a large number of subscribers to the proposed company, which plan was ap- 
proved, and another committee appointed to report at this meeting the progress 
and condition of the company. Such report has been made and accepted. 
Now, then, gentlemen, in view of the above facts, the board of directors of 
the Retail Druggists' Insurance Association would respectfully request the 
endorsement of the Ohio State Pharmaceutical Association^ and ask that 
another committee be appointed to make report at the meeting of the Ohio 
State Pharmaceutical Association to be held next year at Dayton, of the con- 
dition and progress of the insurance association.

Gentlemen: — Your committee to whom was referred the president's address, 
respectfully recommend the adoption of the same, and that the thanks of the 
association be tendered him for his verj'^ able address, and for the efficient 
manner in which he has presided over the association during the past year. 
This committee, pursuant to the recommendations of the president, recommend 
omission of obsolete sections and portions of sections of Ohio pharmacy law.

Mr. Fennell moved that the report be received, and changes in 
pharmacy law be considered seriatim. 

After some discussion of the matters with regard to changes in the 
pharmacy law, the motion of Mr. Fennell was amended by the sec- 
retary: ** That we bring up these different articles proposed by this 
committee, and get a thorough discussion of them, and that they be 
adopted so far as they can be, and referred to the committee on phar- 
macy law after that, so as to bring out a full discussion; because there 
is no doubt but that points will be brought out which will be inter- 
esting, and which will be of assistance to the pharmacy law committee. ' ' 

Dr. Greve moved as a substitute for the original motion, that the 
whole subject be referred to the law committee. 

Dr. Greve' s substitute was adopted, and then Mr. Hopp's amend- 
ment as an amendment to the substitute, and then the original motion 
as thus amended and substituted was carried. 

Thereupon the report of the committee, save that matter presented 
in the accompanying suggestions, was adopted unanimously. 

Sundry amendments were then suggested to the pharmacy law, and 
discussed somewhat, after which Dr. W. C. Chapman, of Toledo, 
urged the association to let the law alone. He said the medical men 
of the state, without regard to schools, had combined to get a medical 
law for the state shutting out quacks, and yet they had entirely failed. 
The pharmacy law was good as far as it went, though, like other 
human things, it was imperfect; but if the association once began 
tinkering with it, the legislature would wipe out the whole thing. The 
association had a law that raised the standard among pharmacists. It 
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was now possible for a physician to have a prescription properly filled 
at any drug store; before this law went into operation this was not so. 
He urged the association to let well enough alone, and devote its 
efforts towards preserving what they had. 
Mr. Kauffraan offered the following: 

Resolved, That.it be the sense of this association that, considering the present 
antagonistic attitude of many persons to the pharmacy law, ii would be unwise 
fur the committee on pharmacy law to offer any amendment whatever at the 
coming session of the legislature. 

(Signed) G. B. KAUFFMAN. 

Mr. Weyer thought the principal opposition to the law came from 
the towns where there were physicians and no druggists; and that that 
. opposition could be headed off by a proper amendment, and he thought 
it unwise to ignore it. 

Mr. Fennell didn't think that there was a single member of the 
association who was antagonistic to the law, and he hoped that the 
word would be changed. 

Mr. Kauffraan explained that the word referred to outside opposi- 
tion, and he called attention to the efforts that were made at the last 
session of the legislature to secure the repeal of the law. He thought 
the law committee would have all they wanted to do to keep the present 
law on the statute books, much less to attempt to secure any new 
legislation. 

After some discussions of features of the present law by Messrs. 
Burkhardt, Hechler, Weyer and Prof. Lloyd, the resolution of Mr. 
Kauffman was adopted. 

The names of the gentlemen proposed for membership and properly 
posted were read, and the secretary directed to cast the ballot of the 
association for them, which was accordingly done, and the gentlemen 
declared elected.

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COCAIME HYDROCHLORIDE.

Query 113. — A certain inake of Cocaine Hydrochloride is said to 
consist of Sodic Carbonate and a modicum of the Alka- 
loidal Salt. Examine the various m^kes of CocairiJe 
Hydrochloride and report on their purity. 

It is seldom that any one substance has received the same amount 
of persistent attention and study, which this alkaloid has, and seldom 
are the results so marked and gratifying ; since aside from its cheap- 
ness and purity compared with previous productions it has opened up 
a field for synthetical chemistry, which has already proved successful. 

An examination therefore to possess conclusive results must have 
the difficulties of and the advancement in its manufacture under con- 
sideration and to be fair more than one sample of each make at hand. 
Many tests have been proposed; some of them have proven of value, 
while others are nearly or entirely useless ; of those used in the present 
examination but few have not been assailed or criticised and in some 
instances sweeping and seemingly unreasonable, especially in the light 
of abundant support of their usefulness. The tests which were selected 
according to their accuracy and adaptability are described in brief 
followed by criticisms ; as a matter of interest some tests which have 
been suggested are added although not used.

D. C. Robbins — Drugg. Circ.,page 28, 1888 — says cocaine hydro- 
chloride can be furnished in many forms, but the only one which 

. requires a full separation of the amorphous ]alkaloids is the needle 
shaped aqueous crystals (resembling epsom salts); this is not favored 
by the manufacturers because of the difficulty in preparing this form. 
Polenske — Wochenschrift, 1886 — 114, Polenske — Pharm. Record, 
1887—217, A. B. Lyon— Pharm. Era, 1887-31, advise the use of 
the crystalline variety. 

E. R. Squibb— ^Catalogue claims an advantage in the granular. 

2. Color : requirements ; colorless or nearly so. 

3. Odor: requirements; odorless. 

a. The odor was determined by placing some of the cocaine 
hydrochloride in a dry test-tube and immersing it in boiling water for 
a few minutes. 

b. Odor left after evaporation of the ether-washing in tests 19. 
Especially it should not have an acid odor, or one resembling 

benzoic acid. 

A. B. Lyon — Proceedings Amer. Pharm. Association, 1886 — 622, 
and Amer. Journal Pharm. 1886 — 240. 

4. Taste : requirements ; saline but not strongly bitter. 

5. Ignition: requirements; complete volatilization when ignited 
on platinum foil;. this only detects solid matters (non volatile), and 
has no further significance. 

Beckurt's — Pharm. Centralhalle, 1886 — 140, Hartje — Drugg. 
Circ*, 1887 — 115, criticise this test. It certainly possesses value in 
detecting non volatile adulterants however. 

6. Barium chloride : to detect sulphates or carbonates which 
should be absent. — British Pharm. 

7. Ammonium oxalate : to detect calcium compounds which 
should be absent. — British Pharm. 

8. Alcoholic test : proposed by Squibb. A small quantity of co- 
caine hydrochloride on a glass slide is moistened with alcohol ; it dis- 
solves, but the alcohol soon evaporates and leaves a sticky transparent 
layer which after a shorter or longer time recrystallizes completely if 
only crystallizable salt is present. 

The promptness of crystallization depends upon the amount of 
decomposition products in the salt. 
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The test is useful to decide whether a powdered cocaine hydrochlo- 
ride is crystalline or but partly so. In but few instances was the 
crystalline deposit colorless ; although readily crystallizable. 

9. Hygroscopic: requirements; it should be free from a disposi- 
tion to absorb moisture from the air. (Lyon.) 

Place some of the cocaine hydrochloride on a watch glass first for 
two days in a warm dry room; second, for two days in a damp cellar. 
Polenske — Pharm. Rundschau, 1885, 250 — ^says the dehydrated salt 
is not at all hygroscopic, absorbing moisture very slowly. Lossen, 
1862, says they are permanent in the air. 

10. Reaction to litmus: requirements; neutral or faintly acid. 
Moisten red and blue litmus paper and place a quantity of cocaine 

hydrochloride upon it. Squibb — Ephemeris, 1887 — 906, Beckurts — 
Pharm. Centralhalle, 1886—140, Hartje— Drugg. Circ., 1887—115, 
all favor this. Lyon — Amer. Journ. Pharm., 1886 — 240, says only 
the pure is neutral. 

11. Reaction to phenol phthalein paper — ^Fluckiger, Amer. Jour. 
Pharm., 1886 — 129. Paper saturated with a tincture of phenol 
phthalein (P.P. 1 part, alcohol 90%, 30 parts, Mohr's Tritir Methode, 
1886, page 88) and dried; a quantity of cocaine hydrochloride is 
placed upon it and first moistened with a drop of water and then with 
one of alcohol. 

Requirements : impure cocaine developes a red coloration ; whereas 
pure does not. Unfortunately in the hands of the "writer the test did 
not prove as much as was anticipated, even after a number of trials. 

12. Reaction to c. p. cone, sulphuric acid: requirements; sul- 
phuric acid should remain clear and colorless when cocaine hydrochlo- 
ride is added to it. 

This was originally proposed by the German Pharmacopoeia Com- 
mission. It is not trustworthy however, since the white amorphous 
and even the buff colored granular cocaine hydrochloride produce a 
colorless solution. 

The following condemn it : Giesel — Wochenschrift, 1886 — 88, 
Polenske — Wochenschrift , 1886 — 1 14 , Beckurts — Wochenschrift, 
1886—161, Squibbs— Ephemeris, 1887—906. 

Hartje — Drug. Bulletin, 1888 — 206, adds sulphuric acid to a solu- 
tion of cocaine hydrochloride. 

13. Reaction to c. p. hydrochloric acid : requirements ; should 
produce a colorless solution ; lacks delicacy or is unreliable. 
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14. Reaction to c. p. nitric acid: requirements; should produce 
a colorless solution; lacks delicacy or is unreliable. 

16. Reaction to sulphomolybdic acid : requirements; unaffected. 

The use of Froehde's test (.005 grammes of molybdic acid, dis- 
solved in 1 c c. c. p. cone, sulphuric acid, sodium or ammonium 
molybdate may be used in place of molybdic acid) was proposed by 
Lyon— Amer. Jour. Pharm., 1886—240. 

A drop of the reagent on a watch glass has some cocaine hydro- 
chloride placed upon it, if the same be pure the test will be unaffected 
while if it is not a more or less fading reddish brown color is pro- 
duced. 

16. Permanganate test: requirements; should not fade>the color 
in a half hour or develop a foreign odor when heated. . The perman- 
ganate test was first used by Giesel (Pharm. Zeitung, 1886 — 132,) 
only as a characteristic test for the Identity of cocaine based upon the 
formation of distinct rhombic crystals of cocaine permanganate; it 
was, however, soon utilized in determining the purity of the salt and 
divided into two parts, 1, a color test and 2, an odor test, as follows: 

1. To a 2% aqueous solution of cocaine hydrochloride, one or 
more drops of 1-1000 permanganate of potassium solution as is re- 
quired, is added so as to produce a permanent violet color which lasts 
for one half hour ; although quantitative determination is advised by 
some, only an approximate test was made. 

2. Proceed as in 1, only add of the permanganate more than 
sufficient to produce the violet color and heat to boiling. No odor of 
bitter almonds (benzoic aldehyde) or other foreign odor is detected if 
the cocaine hydrochloride be pure. Lyon — Amer. Journal Pharm., 
1886—240. 

This test under certain precautions is much the best of any now 
in use. 

Criticisms against 1 : Beckurts — Pharm. Centralhalle, 1886 — 140, 
Squibb — *'Ephemeris," 1887 — 906, hypercritical and often fallacious. 

Maclagan — Amer. Drugg., 1887 — 22, not practical. 

Lyon — Amer. Journal Pharm., 1886 — 240, unless certain pre- 
cautions are used. 

Criticisms in support of 1 : Polenske — Pharm. Rundschau, 1887 
— 59, says it is not too exacting as it only detects 1% and upwards. 
i% does not give a reaction unless other organic substances are pres- 
ent. 
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In support of 2 : — ^Lyon. — Pharra. Era, 1887 — 151, leaves 
nothing to be desired. 

Beckurts— Pharm. Centralhalle— 1886— 140. 

Against 2: Lieberman — Drugg. Circ, 1888 — 273, has found 
that isatropic cocaine one of the constituents of amorphous cocaine 
possessing poisonous properties and none of a local anaesthetic is 
unaffected by permanganate as the benzoyl radical is absent and will 
therefore produce no odor of bitter almonds. 

17. Ammonia Test : requirements; the addition of a small 
quantity of ammonia to cocaine hydrochloride solution should 
precipitate it in the form of a crystalline deposit leaving the 
supernatant liquid clear. 

It was proposed by Maclagan — Amer. Drugg. 1887 — 22 in 
substitute for Giesers permanganate test, which he did not consider 
practical. It is one gramme of cocaine hydrochloride dissolved in 
about two fluid ounces of water, one or two drops of ammonia are 
added and the sides or bottom of the vessel rubbed with a glass rod , 
deposits of crystalls will occur at the parts rubbed seperating from 
the liquid leaving it perfectly clear if the cocaine hydrochloride is 
pure; otherwise it will be more or less cloudy, if contaminated with 
amorphous alkaloids. Polenske — Pharm. Rundschau, 1887 — ^59 
places the limit of detection at 4 per cent, and says that there is no 
opalescence in less than this. 

The crystalline deposit should be entirely soluble in ether. 

Some authorities question the correctness of Maclagan 's test (F. G. 
Novy — Cocaine and its Derivations, 50). 

18. Chloroform solubility test or Squibb's test, "Ephemeris," 
1887 — 906, is briefly : Into a tarred test tube containing a weighed 
quantity of cocaine hydrochloride, chloroform in the least quantity 
necessary to dissolve the cocaine hydrochloride by vigorous shaking ; 
the amount used is noted ; to the chloroformic solution, stronger ether 
(not higher than .728 sp. gr.) three times the volume is added, 
shaken vigorously and set aside, the salt collects on the sides of the 
tube, the liquid being poured off into a tarred beaker and weighed 
after evaporating the ether and chloroform; the tube is also dried 
and weighed; pure cocaine hydrochloride remains in the tube while 
the impurities are left in the beaker. 

Polenske — Pharm. Rundschau, 1887 — 59, has proven, however. 
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that some cocaine hydrochloride remains in the solution evaporated, 
also that absolutely pure cocaine hydrochloride gave the same dis- 
crepant results. Because of this fallacy in Squibbs' test, Polenske — 
Pharm. Rundschau, 1887 — 59, proposes to wash the salt direct with 
ether as in 19. 

Squibbs* test possesses value in determining the identity of the 
salt but not the purity. 

19. Ether test: Polenske's test — Pharm. Rundschau, 1887 — 59, 
is to agitate the cocaine hydrochloride with ether, sp. gr. 0.725, 
evaporate the ether extract and weigh, this leads to very certain 
results and was the outcome of a critical examination of the tests for 
the purity of cocaine hydrochloride. 

20. Vulpius' test:— Drugg. Circ, 1886—143; Vulpius advises 
the following: 

To 0.1 gramme of cocaine hydrochloride in 1 c'.c. of water is added 
5 c.c. of petroleum benzine and 5 drops of ammonium hydrate, shake 
thoroughly, remove the benzine and repeat the extraction with the 
latter; finally evaporate the combined benzine extracts in a tarred 
beaker, the residue in which must not weigh less than .08 gramme. 

21. Physiological test : is not sufficiently delicate to discriminate. 

22. Polariscopic test: Antrick — Berichte d. Deutschen..Chem. 
Gesells, 1887, proposes the above. 

Thirty -seven samples in original packages collected in New York, 
Cleveland and Columbus, and bearing labels of Boehringer ; Lehn & 
Fink; Mallinckrodt; McKesscm & Robbins; Schieffelin; Merck; 
Parke, Davis & Co.; Powers & Weigh tman; Rosengarten; Squibb; 
and New York Quinine & Chemical Co., were subjected to the tests 
given in the summary. Due regard was given to the hints and 
cautionary suggestions of authorities, and care to subject each sample 
to the same conditions in applying the tests. 

Sample No. 37 is a specimen of yellow viscid non-crystalline 
amorphous cocaine, and was used as a comparative check for the 
presence of this substance in the crystalline cocaine. 

It will be seen from the summary that the crystalline cocaine 
hydrochloride is of the better quality and fully supports the good 
authority who have repeatedly advocated the use of only the crystal- 
line form ; also that some American cocaine hydrochloride is equal to 
any foreign make in purity. 
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Certain it is that the better crystalline cocaine hydrochloride is 
steadily replacing the pulverulent or granular form. 

Liebrich finds (Drugg. Circ. 1889 — 34), that synthetical cocaine 
is more reliable than the natural and to be preferred also, because 
it produces no undesirable symptoms. If this be true, it may be the 
starting point to the more general production of a better natural 
cocaine as the formerly waste and objectionable amorphous alkaloids 
can be removed and converted into synthetic cocaine. 

SYNTHETICAL COCAINE. 

It is doubtful if any of those examined were of this kind. Merck, 
Skraup, Liebermann and Giesel, and Einhorn and Kline have 
produced it by different methods. It can be prepared from ecgonine 
or benzoyl ecgonine, or from the amorphous alkaloids cocaicine, 
cocamine hygrrne and isatropyl cocaine by decomposing them into 
ecgonine. -^ 

In fact Messrs. Liebermann and Giesel state in a paper before the 
German Chemical Society that the ecgonine obtained in this manner 
is now advantageously used as a starting point in the preparation of 
synthetical cocaine; from the mother liquor in this process they 
obtained a small quantity of a new base called methyl cocaine which 
is more prompt but less prolonged in its anaesthetic effect than cocaine; 
both methyl and dextro cocaine are dextro rotatory. 

Tests for sodium compounds were negative, hence absence of 
sodium carbonate or borate.

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SALICYLIC ACID. 

J. GEO.-SPENZER, 
Columbus, 0. 

Query 107. — Is ovr Salicylic acid contaminated to any extent ivith 
Carbolic acid ? 

Salicylic acid of to-day bears a marked contrast to that of fifteen 
years ago, when it contained as impurities phenol, tarry, and resinous 
products, mineral substances, meta and para oxybenzoic and cresotic 
acids, sodium and calcium compounds, chlorides, sulphates, carbon- 
ates, glycerine, etc., and was adulterated with sugar, starch, silica, 
potassium bisulphate, calcium sulphate, etc. A few years since 
specimens of pinkish acid with a phenol odor were common, now 
they seem scarce, in those examined none had the faintest pink cast. 

Much of this is due to the use of a purer phenol and improved 
processes by means of which a lower temperature is used and a larger 
quantity of salicylic acid is produced free from phenol, etc. 

On accepting the query it was decided to try several tests for 
phenol and for some of the above impurities. 

Sixteen samples, fourteen of synthetic and two of natural acid, 
were examined for the following : 

1. Chlorides. 

2. Sulphates. 

3. Calcium compounds. 

4. Nonvolatile mineral substances, also starch, sugar, silica, etc. 

5. Insoluble mechanical compounds 

6. Foreign organic matters, resinous, coloring and iron. 

7. Meta and para oxybenzoic acids. 

8. Phenol. 

1. Chlorides. — Addition of nitric acid and silver nitrate to an 
aqueous solution of salicylic acid or a 10% alcoholic solution, as 
directed in the pharmacopoeia. 

2. Sulphates. — Addition of barium chloride to a dilute hydro- 
chloric acid solution of the acid. 

8. Calcium compounds — Addition of ammonia and ammonium 
oxalate to a dilute acid solution. 

4. Non-volatile mineral substances, also starch, sugar, silica, etc. 

Heat some of the acid in a test-tube held in a slanting position and 
moving it backward and forward through a small flame. (Hager.) 
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A good sample should leave no residue, or at most a faint 
haziness. 

In applying the test it may be preferable to elevate the test tube 
above a small flame, which does^ not touch it; as if direct heat is 
applied, a brownish deposit always occurs. 

5. Dissolved in absolute alcohol it should leave no residue. 

6 a. Boiled in a tek tube with ammonium hydrate it should not 
become colored, or at most only of a light yellow (Rasenack Dammer's 
Lexikon 797.) 

b. Shaken with cone. c. p. sulphuric acid in a test tube it should 
produce a colorless or pale yellow solution. (Hager-Pharm. Cent- 
ralhalle 17-434.) 

This test is officinal in the United States and German Pharmaco- 
poeias, and Hager considers it more trustworthy than Kolbe's. 
U. S. P. says should not become colored in fifteen minutes. 

c. A saturated solution in absolute alcohol, allowed to evaporate 
spontaneously in a watch-glass over a white surface in an atmosphere 
free from dust, especially iron (and ammonia, Rasenack Dammer's 
Lexikon 797,) colorless eff orescent crystals are produced; resinous 
matters and phenol make the crystals brown ; organic coloring a light 
yellow, while iron produces a violet or pink coloration. 

This test was advised by Kolbe, 1876, (and van Hey den, 1879.) 
(Prescott Org. analysis 444.) 

7. Salicylic acid dried at 100° C. and agitated with anhydrous 
chloroform should dissolve completely, leaving para and metaoxy 
benzoic acids undissolved (Allen Commerc. Org. analysis, vol. 3, part 
1, page 57.) Heat may be employed if necessary (Baudrimont Dic- 
tion naire, page 79.) 

8. Phenol. 

a. Odor on opening a bottle which has been closed for some time. 

b. Odor developed when fifteen grains are heated in a dry test- 
tube by immersing in water a little below the boiling temperature for 
fifteen minutes (Prescott Org. Anal. p. 444.) 

c. Solution with excess of sodium carbonate and water, shaking 
with ether and evaporating the ethereal extract and testing the same. 
(Ph. Germ. 1882.) 

d. If 5 c.c. of a saturated aqueous solution of salicylic acid be 
poured into a test-tube into which had been introduced shortly before 
a crystal of chlorate of potassium and 2 c.c. of hydrochloric acid, and 
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6ome water of ammonia be now carefully poured on top, the latter 
should not assume a reddish or brownish tint (U. S. Ph. 1880.) 

Squibb (1883) says that a pinkish coloration is produced in the 
best medicinal grades. In but one instance was a brown line of 
■demarcation w^anting between the lower liquid and the ammonia, still 
the ammonia layer remained colorless until the brown coloration was 
diffused throughout it by the passage of small bubbles of hypochlor- 
ous acid produced in the lower liquid. 

If the ammonia is not carefully placed upon the surface (as with 
a pipette bent upwards,) a brownish coloration in the ammonia is gen- 
erally produced, thus leading to inaccuracies; this does not occur if 
the necessary precautions are taken. 

e. Almen (1887) employs chlorinated soda solution and ammonia, 
avoiding an excess of the former and adding last the ammonia to an 
alkaline reaction, reveals 1-5000 phenol at once, 1-50000 after twenty- 
four hours, the color is red in an acid reaction and blue in an alka- 
line. (Prescott Org. Anal., page 444.) 

The method of J. Muter (Allen Com. Org. Analysis, 3 parts, p. 55.) 

Boil 10 grains in half an ounce of water; cool; decant the solution 
and add to it 1 minim of a saturated solution of potassium bicarbonate, 
1 minim of aniline and 5 drops of solution of bleaching powder, when 
when if carbolic acid be present a deep blue color will be produced. 

g. To a solution of 0.2 grm. of salicylic acid in 1.0 grm. of 
€onc. sulphuric acid (produced by agitation and cooling to prevent 
the development of too much heat) a quantity of potassium nitrite is 
added, a greenish coloration is produced if phenol is present, sodium 
nitroprusside may be substituted for the potassium nitrite, in which 
case a rose tint is produced, differing in shade according to the amount 
of phenol present. (Baudrimont Dictionnaire, p. 79.) 

In the accompanying summary is given the results from which it 
can be seen that taking the samples to represent the market supply, 
that our salicylic acid is of good quality, free from carbolic acid and 
any adulterations.

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EASTON'S SYHUP.

Query 86. — Easton^s Syrup — Syrup of the Phosphates of Iron, Qui- 
nine and Strychnine. 

In the dispensatories and other commentaries on the pharmaco- 
poeia, the name Easton's Syrup, or wrongly, Eaton's Syrup, is given 
as a synonym of the title Syrupus Ferri, Quininse et Strychninae 
Phosphatum. 

By courtesy of Dr. Charles Rice, the following information is 
supplied through the American Druggist (1889, p. 39,) and in part 
by letter: ''The first publication of Easton's Syrup was made in 
' Aitkin's Practice of Medicine,' and later, in the ' Medical Press and 
Circular,' June 20, 1866. It is reprinted in Am. Jour. Pharm. 1867, 
p. 177, as follows : 

Sulphate of Iron 5 drachms. 

Phosphate of Sodium _ 1 ounce. 

Sulphate of Quinine 192 gr. 

Strychnine 6 gr. 

Dil. Phosphoric Acid 16 ounces. 

White Sugar 16 ounces. 

Dilute Sulphuric Acid q. s. 

Water of Ammonia q. s. 

'* From these are prepared, separately, by precipitation and wash- 
ing, ferrous phosphate and quinine, and they, with the strychnine, 
are dissolved in the dilute phosphoric acid. In this solution the 
sugar is dissolved without heating. Each fluidrachm contains about 
1 gr. phosphate iron, 1 gr. phosphate quinine and 1-32 gr. phosphate 
strychnine." 

This, the original formula, has gone through many muitations, 
the officinal representative containing in each fluidrachm 1-32 gr. 
strychnine (alkaloid), 1 gr. quinine (alkaloid) and 1 gr. phosphate 
iron. As it stands the formula is in this defect, that, using the 
officinal tnbasic phosphoric acid, as ordered, the solvent of the ferric 
phosphate is decomposed and the iron salt is precipitated more or less 
completely, a difficulty overcome by substituting the monobasic acid. 
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As the latter, in solution, is slowly reverted to the tribasic variety, a 
precipitate is liable to form, and does form, when the syrup is stored 
for some time, the amended formula still remaining defective. 
Further, the preparation does not nearly contain the quantity of iron 
found in the syrup made by the original formula. Scaled ferric phos- 
phate is stated to contain 13.5 per cent, of metallic iron. With 1 gr. 
to each fluidrachm, one pint contains the equivalent of 17.3 gr. of the 
metal, while the syrup, according to Easton's formula, represents in 
each pint 60 grs. of the metal, three and one-half times as much, con- 
sidering ferrous phosphate present, as Fcg 2 P04=358, of which nearly 
47 per cent, is iron. 

To discuss the relative therapeutic value of the preparations as 
made by these two formulas is out of place, but it may be said that 
those physicians who depend upon the syrup as a remedy expect that 
made by the older formula and containing ferrous phosphate. 

H. W. Jones (Pharm. Jour, and Trans., 3d v. p. 541,) has shown 
that ferrous phosphate is best produced by reaction between iron and 
phosphoric acid, and on this method the following formula, as given 
in detail, has been worked out. The standard of the pharmacopoeia is 
followed, substituting an equal weight of ferrous phosphate for the 
scaled ferric phosphate. The quantities given are for one pint. 

Iron , fine wire, in small pieces 62 grs. 

Phosphoric acid (50 per cent.) 800 grs. 

Quinine, dried at 100° c 128 grs. 

Strychnine 4 grs. 

Sugar _ _.12oz. (av.) 

Distilled water a sufiicient quantity. 

Dissolve the iron in 650 grs. of the phosphoric acid diluted with 
one fluidounceof water, heating the mixture gradually from 50° c. to its 
boiling point. Dissolve the quinine and strychnine in 150 grs. of the 
phosphoric acid diluted with four fluidounces of water, heating to 60°- 

The iron wire here intended is that known in commerce as " No. 22, annealed iron 
wire.*' A specimen of this grade gave, for 3133, .4390 ferric oxide, silica free, indi- 
cating 98.2 per cent, pure metal. But its comparison varies slightly, and to get 60 
grs. pure iron, 62 or 62.5 grs. must be used. Solution should be made in a flask which 
will be filled about two-thirds by the mixture, and the flask should be fitted with a 
rather long and narrow outlet tube, or with a Bunsen valve, to prevent access of air. 
The solution should be filtered, as soon as completed, into the strong syrup contain- 
ing the alkaloids, and the water used in rinsing the flask and#nrashing the filter is 
better if previously boiled. The alkaloid solution will require filtering almost inva- 
riably before adding the sugar, as almost all specimens of quinine as usually obtained 
leave a finely divided residue when dissolved by an acid, and this residue, passing 
through the strainer readily, may not be removed easily or at all from the syrup.

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80° c. ; filter through a small filter and pass sufficient water through 
the filter to make six fluidouncej?. Heat this solution to 80° c, and 
in it dissolve the sugar quickly by rapid and constant stirring. Strain, 
the solution through a small strainer and pass sufficient water through 
the strainer to make thirteen fluid ounces. Filter into this, using a 
small plaited filter, the iron solution as soon as it is finished, and pass 
sufficient water through the filter to make sixteen fluidounces. Hav- 
ing mixed the filtrates thoroughly, store the syrup in bottles which 
should be filled completely. 

A quantity of syrup from stock made according to the formula 
above detailed was tested as folloAvs : 

1. To a weighed quantity was added an excess of sodium 
citrate, ammonia to alkaline reaction and the liberated alkaloids taken 
out with pure chloroform, used in three portions. The chloroform 
solutions, w^ashed in succes^sion with an equal volume of water faintly 
alkaline by ammonia, were when perfectly clear, evaporated to dry- 
ness, the residue dried at 100° c. to a constant weight and weighed. 

2. To another weighed quantity, largely diluted with water and 
alkaline by ammonia, was added ammonium sulphide in excess, and 
the thoroughly washed ferrous sulphide dissolved in hydrochloric 
acid. In the solution the iron, as ferric salt, was determined by 
weighing the oxide, deducting contained silica. 

One pint of syrup weighed 666 grams, 19.570 gave .2499 (=3.856 
grs.) alkaloids ; 20.500 gave .1700 ferric oxide=3.913 grs. ferrous 
phosphate.

The composition, as shown by analysis, is sufficiently near that 
required by calculation from the formula. 

When kept for some time, a change occurs in the syrup, but at 
present little that is definite may be said concerning it. Stored in a 
cool and dark place the color deepens but slightly after many months, 
or even a year, but in reversed conditions it passes into that of dark 
sherry. When* recently made, exposure to air, through absorption of 
oxygen, quickly produces a precipitate containing iron and phosphoric 
acid but of uncertain composition, while after having been made 
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three or more months, such exposure will make but a slight precipi- 
tate, or none whatever. This deportment is supposed to be due to the 
reducing power of invert sugar produced by the large quantity of 
phosphoric acid present. If, in dissolving the sugar in the hot alka- 
loid solution, the heat be raised unduly or be long continued, the 
same property is acquired much sooner, or even at once, and it is sup- 
posed the same change in the condition of the sugar is also produced. 
No attempt has, however, been made to follow out this supposed 
change, for lack of the necessary apparatus, and 'therefore nothing 
definite remains to be said about it.

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SALICYLIC ACID.

Query 107. — Is our Salicylic Acid contaminated, to any extent y with 
Carbolic Acidf 
Salicylic acid of commerce, is made after the process of Kolbe and 
Lauterman : * ' By* passing carbonic anhydride into warm carbolic 
acid, with the addition of small pieces of metallic sodium, or by pass- 
ing carbonic anhydride into a solution of sodium carbolate in carbolic 
acid ; the sodium salicylate is now decomposed with hydrochloric acid 
salicylic acid filtered out and purified by sublimation in a current of 
super-heated steam." This review of the process for manufacturing 
salicylic acid serves to introduce the subject and explain how carbolic 
acid may contaminate salicylic acid ; it further indicates their close 
chemical relationship and similar reactions when treated with reagents, 
for although they respond to the several tests, yet in such a way that 
one will mask the other, and to such an extent that one cannot be 
identified in the presence of the other. The most important tests as 
laid down in the several works on chemistry and pharmacy, serve to 
confirm the above, and are as follows: 1st test: ** Bromine water 
causes U white precipitate in an aqueous solution of carbolic acid.'* 
The same reaction occurs in an aqueous solution of chemically pure 
salicylic acid, consequently it would be impossible to detect carbolic 
acid in the presence of salicylic acid, with this reagent. 2d test: 
** Mercurous nitrate boiled with an aqueous solution of carbolic acid, 
gives a deep red solution.'' An aqueous solution of salicylic acid 
reacts the same. 3d test: **An ethereal solution of carbolic acid 
coagulates collodion.*' A like solution of salicylic acid has the same 
effect. 4th test: " An aqueous solution of carbolic acid will coagulate 
albumen." This is also true of an aqueous solution, of salicylic 
acid. 5th test: This test ia the one principally relied upon for 
detecting carbolic acid in salicylic acid, and I give it in detail. 
**Into a test tube containing a crystal of potassium chlorate and 
about 2 c.c. of strong hydrochloric acid, pour in a saturated aqueous 
solution of the suspected salicylic acid; if now some ammonia water i& 
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added a reddish or brownish color indicates carbolic acid." A mix- 
ture of potassium chlorate and hydrochloric acid first converts car- 
bolic acid into trichlorophenic acid (which does not show any reaction 
with ammonia,) but in a very few minutes perchloroquinone (chlor- 
anil) is generated and strikes the brownish color with ammonia. 
Salicylic acid reacts almost exactly the same, the only difference 
being that it is converted immediately into perchloroquinone, conse- 
quently its response to the reagents is the same, for perchloroquinone 
from carbolic acid cannot be distinguished from perchloroquinone 
from salicylic acid, should both acids be present. An experiment 
relating to this fact was performed by treating on a filter 5 grms. 
chemically pure salicylic acid 10 successive times with distilled water; 
each filtrate amounting to 50 c.c, was treated as indicated in the 
test; all reacted the same, giving the brownish coloration, the color in 
the last filtrate being just as deep as that in the first. In another 
experiment, 5 grms. of commercial salicylic acid, in which no odor of 
carbolic acid could be detected, was treated on a filter 25 successive 
times with .')0 c.c. of distilled water each time ; the filtrates when 
tested all gave the same brownish color, indicating that the dissolved 
salicylic acid reacted, thus masking the reaction for carbolic acid had 
any been present. Considering these facts, it is evident this test can 
not be relied upon for detecting carbolic acid in salicylic acid. If 
hydrochloric acid is allowed to act upon potassium chlorate, the 
resulting solution neutralized with ammonia water, and an aqueous 
solution of either salicylic or carbolic acids .added, it is found that the 
color of the solution is deepened in proportion to the amount of sali- 
cylic or carbolic acid solution added. This observation suggests a 
means for the quantitative estimation of either acid by a comparison of 
color or nesslerisation ; if an unknown quantity of carbolic acid in an 
aqueous solution is treated with the reagent, the resulting color can be 
imitated by a known solution of carbolic acid, and thus determine the 
amount of carbolic acid in the unknown solution ; this process can be 
used for estimating salicylic acid by comparing with the standard or 
known solution of carbolic acid. To estimate the amount of carbolic 
acid contamination of salicylic acid, it is necessary first to separate the 
acids ; considering the almost identical behavior of these two sub- 
stances towards solvents, the matter of separation amounts to almost 
an obstacle. However, the strong acid properties of salicylic acid, as 
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compared with carbolic acid, suggests the idea of converting them 
into salts ; this is accomplished by treating the mixed acids with a 
solution of ** caustic potassa/^ forming potassium, salicylate and car- 
bolate, shaking this solution with ether, drawing off the ethereal 
solution, evaporating almost to dryness, taking up the residue with 
water and nesslerising. Potassium was chosen as a base, for two 
reasons : First, because potassium carbolate is unstable in the pres- 
ence of water, and second, of all the bases experimented upon, 
including sodium, lithium, barium, strontium and magnesium, the 
potassium salicylate proved the most insoluble in ether ; the amount 
of color this potassium salicylate, dissolved by the ether, would pro- 
duce, was determined and compared to carbolic acid in the following 
experiments : 1 grm . of chemically pure salicylic acid was converted into 
potassium salicylate by treating the acid with a solution of potassium 
hydrate, this solution shaken with ether and allowed to stand for 
some hours, an aliquot part of the ethereal solution drawn off, evap- 
orated, the residue taken up with water and this solution nesslerised, 
by pouring it into a nessler jar containing the potassium chlorate and 
hydrochloric acid and afterwards neutralized with ammonia water ; in 
another nessler jar this color was imitated with a solution of pure carbolic 
acid, strength 4 grms. to the litre ; the average numbers of c.c. of the 
carbolic acid solution required to imitate the potassium salicylate 
color was 1.3 c.c. in 10 determinations, the highest was 1.5 c.c, 
lowest 1.1 c.c. In another experiment 1 grm. chemically pure salicylic 
acid with 10 c.c. of a solution of carbolic acid strength 4 grms. to the 
litre, was treated with a solution of potassium hydrate, the resulting 
solution of potassium salicylate and carbolate, shaken with ether, an 
aliquot part of the ethereal solution drawn off, evaporated, the resi- 
due taken up with water and nesslerised ; it required 11.5 c.c. of the 
standard carbolic acid solution to imitate the color ; subtracting 1.3^ 
c.c. from this result for potassium salicylate dissolved by the ether,, 
leaves 10.2 c.c. for our original 10 c.c. 

Four samples of commercial salicylic acid, in original packages, 
were now examined; in none could the odor of carbolic acid be 
detected. The standard solution of carbolic acid was made with 
chemically pure carbolic acid, melting at 37° c. Strength of solution 
4 grms. to the litre. 

I Sample. — Ten grms. of the sample was converted into the potas- 
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slum salt, by treating with an aqueous solution of potassium. hydrate; 
this solution shaken with ether, and an aliquot part of the ethereal 
solution taken out with the pipette evaporated, the residue dissolved 
in water and nesslerised. To imitate this color, it required 18.5 c.c. 
of the standard carbolic acid solution; therefore 1 grm. of this 
sample would require -^ of the 18.5 c.c. or 1.85 subtracting 1.3 c.c. for 
potassium salicylate dissolved by the ether leaves .55 c.c; the amount 
of carbolic acid in this .55 c.c. is .0022. Therefore every grm. of 
this acid contains .0022 grm. carbolic acid ; in other words a pound 
(Avoir.) of this sample is contaminated with about 16.9 grains car- 
bolic acid. 

II Sample. — This sample exhibited a little pinkish cast when view 
in mass. Ten grms. were taken and treated exactly as in sample I; 
after nesslerising it required 21.2 c.c. of carbolic acid solution to imi- 
tate the color; consequently for 1 grm. 2.12 c.c. subtracting 1.3 c.c. 
for potassium salicylate, .82 c.c. remains, equaling to .00328 grm. 
carbolic acid in 1 grm. of the sample, or about 25.18 grains to the 
pound (Avoir.). 

III Sample. — Ten grms. after treating as the above, required 16.5 
c.c. to 1 grm. 1.65, subtracting 1.3 c.c, .35 c.c. remainsand contains 
.0014 grm. carbolic acid, or about 10.9 grains to the pound (Avoir.). 

IV Sample. — 10 grms. required 17.2 c.c, 1 grm. 1.72, subtract- 
ing 1.3 c.c. we have .42 c.c, and as our carbolic acid solution is .004 
grm. to the c.c, this .42 c.c will equal .00168 grm., or about 12.9 
grains to the pound. 

Reviewing the facts before us, it is reasonable to conclude that our 
salicylic acid of commerce is not, to any great extent contaminated 
with carbolic acid.

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CONSTITUTION. 



ARTICLE I. 

This association shall be called "The Ohio State Pharmaceutical 
Association." 

ARTICLE II. 

The object of this association shall be to unite the reputable pharmacists 
and druggists of the state, to improve the science and art of pharmacy, to 
elevate its standard, and to restrict the practice of pharmacy to properly 
qualified pharmacists and druggists. 

ARTICLE III. 

Every pharmacist and druggist of good moral and professional standing, 
and of legal age, whether in business on his or her account, retired from busi- 
ness, or employed by another, and teachers of pharmacy, materia medica, 
chemistry and botany, who may be especially interested in pharmacy, shall be 
eligible to membership. 

ARTICLE IV. 

This association shall meet annually at such time and place as shall be 
previously determined. 

ARTICLE V. 

The officers of this association shall be a president, two vice presidents, a 
permanent secretary, assistant secretary, a permanent treasurer, and an execu- 
tive committee of three, all of whom, except the permanent secretary and 
treasurer, shall be elected annually by ballot, and serve until their successors 
are duly elected. 

ARTICLE VI. 

Eve'r}"^ proposition to alter or amend this constitution shall be in writing, 
and shall be acted upon at the next annual meeting, when, upon receiving the 
vote of three-fourths of the members present, it shall become a part of the 
constitution. 
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BY-LAWS. 



CHAPTER I. 

DUTIES OF OFFICERS. 

Article 1. The president shall preside at all meetings of the association. 
In his absence or inability to preside, one of the vice presidents, or in the 
absence of all, a president//-^ tempore shall perform the duties of the president. 
In all ballotings, and upon all questions upon which the ayes and nays are 
taken, the president is required to vote ; in other cases he shall n(.t vote un- 
less the members be equally divided. He shall call a special meeting when- 
ever requested by twenty-five members, and present at each annual meeting a 
report of the operation of the association. 

Art. 2. The secretary shall keep a record of the proceedings of the asso- 
ciation, a list of the names, residences, and date of entrance of each member, 
and be the custodian of all papers read ; he shall conduct all correspondence 
of the association, and notify each member of the meetings. He shall also 
publish and distribute the annual proceedings of the association, having pre- 
viously obtained the consent of the executive committee to the necessary 
expenditure of money. 

Art. 3. The treasurer shall have charge of all the funds of the association, 
for which he shall be personally responsible ; collect all moneys due the 
association ; pay all bills when countersigned by the president ; , issue certifi- 
cates of membership ; render a full report at each annual meejing, and report 
the state of the treasury when called upon by the executive committee. 

Art. 4. The executive committee shall take into consideration, and report 
without delay, on all matters of business, and on all propositions for member- 
ship, and audit all bills against the association. 

CHAPTER II. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

Article 1. Propositions for membership shall be made to the executive 
committee, in writing, with the endorsement of two members of the associatiorv 
in good standing ; and the vote of two-thirds of the members at any session 
shall be required for election. 

Art. 2. No person shall be considered a member of this association until 
he has signed the constitution and by-laws, and paid an initiation fee of two 
dollars, and the annual contribution for the current year. 

Art. 3. Every member shall pay in advance to the treasurer one dollar as 
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his yearly contribution, and shall forfeit his membership by neglecting to pay 
said contribution for three successive years. 

Art. 4. Resignations of membership shall be made in writing to the secre- 
tary ; but no resignation shall be accepted from any one who is in arrears to 
the treasury, nor until he has surrendered his certificate of membership. 

Art. 5 The association shall have power to expel a member by a two- 
thirds vote ; but the vote shall not be taken until the next annual meeting after 
the charges have been preferred, and the accused shall be notified of the charges 
and specifications made against him. 

Art. (5. Pharmacists, chemists and other scientific men who may be thought 
worth}' of the distinction may be elected honorary members. They shall riot, 
however, be required to contribute to the lunds, nor shall they be eligible to 
hold office or vote at the meetings. 

Art. 7, .Pharmacists, chemists and other scientific men who are, or have 
been, active members of this association, and have removed from the state of 
Ohio may be elected to associated membership. They shall not be required 
to contribute to the funds of the association, nor shall they be eligible to hold 
office or vote at the meetings. 

Art. 8. Active members of this association in good standing for at least 
five years, may have issued to them by the secretary a certificate of life mem- 
bership, upon the payment of ten dollars into the treasury of the association. 

CHAPTER III. 

MEETINGS. 

Article 1. Fifteen members shall constitute a quorum for the transaction 
of business. 

Art. 2. The order of business shall be as follows : 

1. Calling the roll. 5. Election of officers. 

2. Reading minutes. 6. Reading communications. 

3. Election of members. 7. Reports of committees. 

4. Report of officers. 8. Miscellaneous business. 

CHAPTER IV. 

RULES OF ORDER. 

Article 1. The ordinary rules of parliamentary bodies shall be enforced 
by the presiding officer, from whose decision, however, appeals may be taken 
if required by two members, and the meeting shall thereupon decide without 
debate. 

Art. 2. When a question is regularly before the meeting, and is under 
discussion, no motion shall be received but to adjourn, to lay on the table, 
for the previous question, to postpone to a certain day, to commit or amend, 
to postpone indefinitely — which several motions have precedence in the order 
in which they are arranged. A motion to adjourn shall be decided without • 
debate. 
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Art. 3. No member shall speak twice on the same subject, except by per- 
mission, until ever}' member wishing to speak has spoken. 

Art. 4. On the call of any two members the yeas and nays shall be ordered, 
when every member shall vote, unless ex<^used by a majority of those present, 
and the names and manner of voting shall be entered on the minutes. 

CHAPTER V. 

COMMITTEES. 

Article 1 The president shall appoint the following committees, viz.: 
A committee of three members on matters of trade interests. 
A committee of three members on papers and queries. 
A committee of five members on pharmacy laws. 
A committee of five members on national formulae. 

A committee of one member for each county on state and county corres- 
pondence. 
A committee of three members on adulteration and sophistication. 
Art. 2. Five delegates and five alternates shall be annually elected to 
attend the meetings of the American Pharmaceutical Association. 

Art. 3. The president shall, at the first session of the regular meetings, 
appoint a committee of nine to nominate officers for the association, who shall 
report at the next session. 

CHAPTER VI. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

• Art. 1. Every proposition to alter or amend these by-laws shall be sub- 
mitted in writing, and may be balloted for at any subsequent session ; when, 
upon receiving a vote of two-thirds of the members present, it shall become a 
part of the by-laws. 

Art. 2. No one, or more, of these by-laws shall be suspended. 
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OHIO PHARMACY LAW. 



[Senate Bill No. 6.] 
AN ACT 

To amend Sections 4405, 4406. 4407, 4408, 4409, 4410, 4411 and 4412 
of the Revised Statutes of Ohio. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Ohio, 

That sections forty-four hundred and five, forty-four hundred and six, 

forty-four hundred and seven, forty-four hundred and eight, forty-four 

hundred and nine, forty-four hundred and ten, forty-four hundred and 

eleven, [and] forty-four hundred and twelve of the Revised Statutes of 

Ohio, to be so amended as to read as follows :

ADULTERATION LAW. 



[House Bill No. 18.] 
AN ACT 

To provide against the adulteration of food and drugs. 
Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Ohio^ 
That no person shall, within this state, manufacture for sale, ofifer for 
sale, or sell any drug or article of food which is adulterated, within the 
meaning of this act. 

Twrn drug de- Sec. 2. The term "drug," as used in this act, shall include all medi- 
cines for internal or external use, antiseptics, disinfectants, and cos- 
metics. The term '* food " as used herein, shall include all articles used 
for food or drink by man, whether simple, mixed or compound. 

Sec. 8. An article shall be deemed to be adulterated within the 
meaning of this act : 

When drugsare {a) In the case of drugs : (1) If, when sold under or by a name recog- 
terated. nized in the United States Pharmacopoeia, it differs from the standard 

of strength, quality or purity laid down therein ; (2) If, when sold 
under or by a name not recognized in the United States Pharmacopoeia, 
but which is found in some other pharmacopoeia, or other standard 
work on materia medica, it differs materially from the standard of 
strength, quality or purity laid down in such work ; (3) If its strength, 
quality or purity falls below the professed standard under which it is 
sold. 

When food (J) In the case of food: (1) If any substance or substances have 
teratod. been mixed with it. so as to lower or depriciate, or injuriously afifect its 

quality, strength or purity ; (2) If any inferior or cheaper substance or 
substances, have been substituted wholly or in part for it ; (3) If any 
i valuable or necessary constituent or ingredient has been wholly or in 

part abstracted from it ; (4) If it is an imitation of, or is sold under the 
name of another article ; (5) If it consists wholly or in part of a dis- 
eased, decomposed, putrid, infected, tainted or rotten animal or vege- 
table substance or article, whether manufactured or not — or, in case of 
milk, if it is the produce of a diseased animal ; (6) If it is colored, 
coated, polished or powdered, whereby damage or inferiority is con- 
cealed, or if by any means it is made to appear better or of greater value 
than it leally is ; (7) If it contains any added substance or ingredient 
which is poisonous or injurious to health, or any deleterious substance 
not a necessary ingredient in its manufacture ; provided that the pro- 
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visions of this act shall not apply to mixtures or compounds recognized 

as ordinary articles of food, if the same be distinctly labeled as mixture 

or compounds, and are not injurious to health, and contain no ingredient ^ 

not necessary to the preparation of a genuine article of such mixtures or 

compounds, and from which no necessary ingredient in its preparation 

is eliminated. 

Si£C. 4. Every person manufacturing, ofifering or exposing for sale or Sample may be 
delivering to a purchaser, any drug or article of food Included in the anal^is. 
provisions of this act, shall furnish to any person interested or demand- 
ing the same, who shall apply to him for the purpose, and shall tender 
him the value of the same, a sample sufficient for the analysis of any 
such drug or article of food which is in his possession. 

Sec. 5. Whoever refuses to comply, upon demand, with the require- Penalties, 
ments of section four, and whoever violates any of the provisions of 
this act, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction shall be 
fined not exceeding one hundred nor less than twenty-five dollars, or 
imprisoned not exceeding one hundred nor less than thirty days, or 
both. And any person found guilty of manufacturing, offering for sale 
or selling an adulterated article of food or drug under the provisions of 
this act, shall be adjudged to pay, in addition to the penalties herein- 
before provided for, all ^necessary costs and expenses incurred in 
inspecting and analyzing such adulterated articles of which said person 
may have been found guilty of manufacturing, selling or offering for 
sale. 

Sec. 6. This act shall take effect and be in force in forty days from 
and after its passage.

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POISON LAW. 



[Sec. 6957 Revised Statutes of Ohio.] 

Whoever sells, or gives away, any quantity of arsenic less than one pound, 
without first mixing therewith soot or indigo in the proportion of one ounce of 
soot or half an ounce of indigo to the pound of arsenic, or except upon the 
prescription of a physician, sells or gives away, any quantity of any article be- 
longing to the class usually denominated poisons, to any minor, or sells, or 
gives away any such article to any person, without having first marked the 
word "poison" upon the label or wrapper containing the same, and registered 
in a book to be by him kept for that purpose, the day and date upon which it 
is sold or given away, the quantity thereof, the name, age, sex, and color of 
person obtaining the same, the purpose for which it is required, and the name 
and place of abode of the person for whom the same is intended, shall be 
fined not more than two hundred nor less than twenty dollars. [50 V. 167, 
§§ 1. 2, 8. 4.] 
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LABEL LAW. 



(House Bill No. 192.) 
AN ACT to provide for the proper labeling of poisonous articles. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Ohio, That 
whenever any pharmacist, druggist or other dealer in poisons, chemicals, 
medicines and drugs, whether wholesale or retail, shall sell any drug or 
chemical, an indiscriminate or careless use of which would be destructive of 
human life, such dealer shall affix to each bottle or package of such drug, 
chemical or poison, a label printed in red ink, having on it the name of the 
article by which it is commonly known, the cautionary emblem of the skull 
and cross-bones, the words "caution" and "poison," and in addition thereto, 
at least two of the most readily obtainable effective antidotes to such poison- 
ous article. 

Sec. 2. Whoever violates the provisions of section one (1) of this act shall, 
upon conviction thereof, before any court having competent jurisdiction, be 
fined in any sum not exceeding one hundred (100) dollars, nor less than ten 
(10) dollars. 

Sec. 3. This act shall take effect and be in force sixty days after its passage.

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MORPHINE LAW. 



[House Bill No. 66.] 

To preooribe the manner of selling'the Bulphate and other preparations of 
morphine in the state, and for other purposes. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of OhiOy 
That it shall not be lawful for an}' person, other than a wholesale druggist or 
other dealer in drugs and medicine, to sell or ofifer for sale at wholesale, or for 
any person other than a registered pharmacist or a registered assistant phar- 
macist, to sell or offer for sale at retail, morphine or any of its salts, in this 
state, and it shall not be lawful for such person to sell or offer for sale mor->^ 
phine or any of its salts in any bottle, vial, envelope or other package, unless 
the same shall be wrapped in a scarlet paper or envelope, and all bottles or 
vials used for the above purpose shall contain not more than one drachm each, 
and shall have in addition to said scarlet wrapper a scarlet label lettered in 
white letters, and the same must be upon both vial and wrapper when vials 
are used, plainly naming the contents of said bottle; and further, that no 
person shall have the right to change any preparation of morphine from its 
original package to any other recepticle whatever for the purpose of retailing 
or dispensing therefrom, but it must be retailed or dispensed only from the 
original package with scarlet wrapper apd scarlet label as aforesaid. 

Sec. 2. That any one violating the provisions of the above section shall 
be guilty of a misdemeanor, and on conviction thereof shall be fined not less 
than ten nor more than fifty dollars, at the discretion of the court, for each 
and every violation of the preceding section. 

Sec. 3. That all laws and parts of laws in conflict with this act be and the 
same are hereby repealed. 

Sec. 4. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after Septem. 
ber 1, 1886.
